Taken from Sin Antonio to Au’ltn, Texas, 

Where the Funeral Will Orrur Tu-tfny. 

Galveston, March 12.—The JNViua' Aus¬ 
tin special says: The remains of Ben Thomp¬ 
son, the desperado killed at San Antonio last 
ntght. arrived this afternoon. Great crowds 
of curious people had assembled at the depot. 
A delegation of Knights of Pythias took 
charge of the body, which wus carried to 
Thompson’s lute residence. A large number 
of carriages, some empty, followed tho 
hearse. The Sheriff and t hief of Police 
were observed in the procession. The funeral 
takes place to-morrow. Many believe 
Thompson was decoyed to Pan Francisco by 
King Fisher, the other desperado ftlaiu In the 
melee. An ey©-witnt*bs says neither Thomp¬ 
son nor Fisher fired a .-hot. It is understood 
that Thompson has recently been suffering 
from insomnia, and was daily becomiug 
more dissipated and reckless.

All was gossip 
until the jury inquest returned that tho kill¬ 
ing woe done by Joe Foster, William Sim¬ 
mons and J. S. Coy, the first two propri¬ 
etors of the theater, and tho latter a special 
policeman in their employ.

St. L<*uis, March 12.—Geo. H. McFad- 
den, reported from Sherman, Texas, as hav¬ 
ing been arrested there to-day os one of the 
Pacific Express rob vrs. formerly lived in 
Louisville, Ky. He was well acquainted with 
Prentice Tiller and a chum of his at onetime. 
He has been at work in the railroad 
car repair shot* at Sherman for some 
months past, but came hero a few days be¬ 
fore the robbery. He was here on the Sun¬ 
day the robbery was committed, and is be¬ 
lieved to be the man who was in the express 
office with Tiller on tho day and assisted him 
in packing the valises and carrying the inouey 
away. He will probably be brought hereon 
the special train that went down the road 
yesterday, previous mention of which has 
been made. 

A Courier-Journal reporter asked a 
gentleman, who ho* known Tiller from boy¬ 
hood, concerning McFadden, and was told 
that no person of that name was ever Tiller’s 
associate in this city. There was a family 
of that name here, but the boys were much 
older than Tiller and were never with him. 

1 he Pacific Ktprca* Robber*. 

St. Louis, March 12.—It is alleged that 
the detectives working on the Pncific Ex¬ 
press robbery case have obtained a sufficient 
clew to the whereabouts of Tiller or one of 
his confederates to justify tho sending of a 
small special train with ufilceis to some 
southern point in Texas with a view, it is 
said, to prevent t he fugitive entering Mexico. 
This is denied by tho officials of the express 
company, but other apparently well-in¬ 
formed parties assert that it is true, and de¬ 
velopment* are awaited with a good deal of 
interest.

HIS STANDING ABROAD. 


Dr. Lunsford P. Yandell died at his resi¬ 
dence, No. U15 Wejt Broadway, at S o’clock 
last evening. His death is attributed to 
paralysis of the heart, and was entirely un¬ 
expected. 

Dr. Yandell bad for some yean been a 
great sufferer from neuralgic troubles, the 
paiu from whicb at times grew mo severe 
that the only way in which be could 
obtain relief was by taking chloral. 
He bad becu in rather better health 
than UMunl, but* yesterday b* wvi* 
seized with a recurrence of his old 
malady, and about 7 o’clock hia suffering* 
increased so that ho had to resort, to chloral, 
taking thirty grains of the drug. In a little 
while the dose had tho desired effect, and he 
felt so much bettor that bo asked hi* wife for 
something to eat. After preparing hut supper, 
on her return, a few minutes later, she was 
shocked at finding him unable to recognize 
her, though still conscious. She at once 
telephoned for medical awistanca. Dr. W. 
U. Roberts catne immediately, followed at 
once by Dr. Holloway, Dr. Bcutt and Dr. 
Octerlony, but they found Dr. Yandell 
dying. He expired a f w minutes later, at 
about S o’clock, without speaking a word. 

Dr. Yandell has also for a number of years 
been an intense sufferer from some disease of 
the stomach, the exact character of whicb 
has not boon determined, and relief was 
sought and found in the usual dose of chloral. 
The cause of death was paralysis of the 
heart, superinduced, no doubt, by the neu¬ 
ralgia, from which he was seeking relief 
Lunsford Pitt YamJull, M. D., surgeon and 
physician, was born June 0, 1837, at Craggy 
Bluff, Rutherford county. Tenn. HLs fath¬ 
er, L. P. Yandell, 8r., was a physician, of 
8cotch-EngH«b ancestry, wbo located in 
Louisville, Ky., attaining the highest pro¬ 
fessional eminence and distinction for a 
period of over forty years; and was, per- 
naps, as widely known as any other physi¬ 
cian in the State. The Mjbject of this sketch 
received his early education in a select 
school, at Louisville, where be remained till 
his seventeenth Tear; he then began the 
study of medicine, in the University of Lou¬ 
isville, where he graduated in 1857; he alter- 
wurd studied one year in the dispensary and 
hospital at Louisville, lu 1868 he removed 
to Memphis, Tenn., where he bo ran the 
practice of lus profession. In 1859 he was 
appointed to the Chair of Matvna Medtca 
and Therapeutics in tbe Memphis College. 
On tbe 4 b of May, 1831, he enlisted in the 
Confederate army, a* a private, in u»e 
Fourth Tennessee regiment; wus soon ap¬ 
pointed &&»i*tuut surgeon, and subsequently 
surgeon, of hfo regiment. He afterward 
served us brigade surgeon, medical inspector 
and mmlical director. He took the oath of 
allegiance, and was paroled April 15, 1805, 
in North Carolina, serving a that time on 
the staff of Major General Hat doe. 

In August of Lhe mine \ ear he returned to 
Louisville, where he located In bis Utiiur’s 
old office, w hich wav also occupied by lilts 
brother, Dr. Duvl i W. Yandell. In 18U.7, 
shortly alu r his innrringn, he went to Europe 
for the dnubht purjiose of travel and study, 
lie remained tln-re for nearly a year, prin¬ 
cipally iu London, and then returned t » 
Louisville. In lMifl he was elected to the 
chair of Materia M dica and Cliutcal Medi¬ 
cine in the Uutvenuty of Louisville. In 1870 
he was appointed Professor of Materia Medico, 
and Diseases of the .Skiu, which position he 
held for about five Years. Tw r o years ngo he 
was elected to tbe chair of Thuory and l'rnc 
lice of Medicine, and he was occupying this 
professorship at the time of his death. 

While in Europe he was the active 
correspondent of the Louisville Cou¬ 
rier, Louisville Journal , Western Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine. Nashville Journal of 
Medicine , and the Atlanta Medical Journal. 
As a writer, he fairly earned the repute- 
tation of being forcible and pungent. Hm 
medical contributions have many admirers 
iu tbe rauk» of tbo profession, ami have been 
extensively copied by the medical press. 
His style was vigorous and com|>aci, without 
verbiage, and especially marked by good 
common sense. His letters to his father, 
during tbe war, were occasionally printed In 
tbe Courier, and widely copied. One of 
these letters complete wan adopted by the 
Government in its records of the rebellion. 
Dr. Yandell was married in December, 1887, 
to I^uise, daughter of William It. Ellis ton, 
of Nasbvilie, Tenn.. and by tbe union be has 
four children. As a physician, ho had a 
large practice, and belonged to a family 
w hoee name is almost synonymous with tbe 
progress of medicine in the State during tbe 
last half century. He had attained pro¬ 
fessional eminence and honors while yet 
barely in the prune of life. He was very 
practical, cautious and provident: was a 
man of splendid appearance, and pleasing, 
attractive manners; was a genial companion, 
and extremely broad and charitable iu his 
life; was one of the most easy, able and ver¬ 
satile writers in the country, and one of the 
most accomplished and successful physiciaus 
iu Kentucky. 

As a practitioner, tho specialty to which 
he devoted most attention was diseases of 
the skin, and in this department of medical 
science he ranked as one of Lhe highest au¬ 
thorities. He w as also especially happy in 
clinical work. 

In 1878 be became joint editor of tbe Lou¬ 
isville Medical Mews with Dr. Cowling, but 
ill-health compelled him to give up both this 
work and his professional duties in 1880, at 
which time he made a second trip to Europe. 
After his return he again assumed editorial 
control of tuo News, and made it ono of tbe 
most successful journals of it* class in the 
country. It is also the only medical weekly 
south of the Ohio river. 

Dr. Yandell was well known in Europe, 
•specially in London, where he lmd as high a 
professional standing a* in this countrv. He 
will be as much missed by his friend* in the 
profession of that city as here at the scene 
of his labor* which have just been ended 
No urmugeiueiiU were made la-.t night for 
the funeral, which will not take place until 
to morrow. Mrs. Ellis ton. mother-in-law of 
the deceased, bos been telegrapued, and will 
probable arrive here to day.

TV Village of Alleran, MicK V : dM IV * Oonfls- 
gTation Which Deetroys Property Yttloed at 
0v«r a Quarter of a Million.

Kalauazoo. Mich., March 12.—Fire 
broke out at noon in Hoffman's grocery 
store at Allegan and burned twelve stores 
on that *irle of the street, including Pack’s 
bank. The Chaffee House escapee*. llal ho 
burned eleven stores on the opposite side of 
tbe street, including tbn Sheriuan House and 
three newspaper offices. The loss will per¬ 
haps reach a quarter of a million. A bb'h 
wind was blowing at tbe time, rendering the 
fire quite unmanageable. 

Among the business places burned were 
the Sherumn House, First National Bank 
and three newspaper offices, viz: the Jour¬ 
nal, Uaeette end Democrat. 

The principal buildings burned wore known 
as the Union Block, containing five stores 
which cost $80,000 new*, and are now est i¬ 
mated to be worth $40,000. Three of tbe 
stores were owned by Hall & Tate, of 
Allegan; half insured. J. K. Wagner and 
tbe Fleming estate, of Kalamazoo, owned 
the other two. Wagner's insurance was 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Tho Sherman House block, owned by H. 
D. Moore, Allegan, was valued at $35,000; 
partly Insured. The hotel furniture was 
owned by J. Osgood. Loss, $8,000; no in¬ 
surance. 

The heaviest business was that of the co¬ 
operative genera’store of th- Aliegaif Grange 
sociotios. The loss on stock is $40,000; no 
insurance. 

C. H. Adams, book-seller, loss on stock, 
$7,000; no insurance. 

The lues on the Joumat newspaper is $5,- 
000; innumnee. $500.

It* con touts wero 
owned by numerous persons, aud it U safo 
to *ay is genuraliy insured, but the amount 
can not be stated The exact loaves to the 
railroad companies have nut yet been 
learned, bat besides tho Chicago and Alton 
and Ohio mid Mississippi, whoso yards are 
directly involved, tbe Missouri Pacific, Iron 
Mountain and other roads lost cars which 
were on different tracks. The row of frame 
building* in which the tire originated num¬ 
bered seveu, ami were occupied as aaioons, 
restaurant* and shops. They were not of 
much value, their total loss not exceeding 
$15,000.

March 12.—Ou© of tha 
moet horrible and rovcrlting cases of cruelty 
lu the long annals of crime bus just come m 
light iu Norwich township, this county. 

The particulars are a*< follows: Soon* time 
ago Mrs. Agatha Blinzoly, t»f Norwich, 
adopted, from a cbaritulde institution near 
Cleveland, a little girl named Maggie Mont¬ 
gomery, aged about eight years, aud if the 
account* are true, her lift* iu that family ha* 
Imjcii aheil on earth. Oil one occasion some 
of the neighbors, hearing the child scroam a* 
if in great agony, ran. in and found Mrs. 
Blinzely jabbing and burning the poor 
child’s flesh with a hot poker. That tbe 
latter bo* been most shamefully and cruelly 
maltreated is evidenced by the wound* mid 
scars ou her l»ody. The back of her 
skull i* fractured and the skin is torn loose 
from it. as if done by vioDut bnir-pulllng.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS-

Washington, March 12.—Tho morning 
hour in the Senate to-day we* bride and in¬ 
teresting. Tbe galleries were crowded in 
anticipation of a tdirring dekite on the Fitz 
John Porter Bill. Before that was reached, 
however, there was a brief debate on the 
House bill for tho estahimhment of a Bureau 
of Animal Industry to prevent the ex porta 
tion of di<wa'*eil cattle, aud to provide moan* 
for the suppression and extirpation of pleura* 
pneuuiouia and oilier contagious diseases 
among domestic animals. 

Mr. Plumb bad read a telegram from the 
Governor of Kansas to the effect that the 
foot and mouth disease is assuming alarm¬ 
ing proportions, and that when cattle go on 
tbe range the disease can not be stamped out 
and will involve all the Western cattle 
interests. The Governor urged speedy legis¬ 
lation by Congress as tbe only effectual 
means of stamping out the disease. 

Mr. Miller, of New York, who ho* charge 
of the bill, stated that the Committee on 
Agriculture had authorized him to offer two 
amenduieiit* to the bill. The first was to 
make provision for putting u portion of any 
State in quarantine, and tbo second provided 
that tbe wholo expense of stamping out these 
contagious diseases shall l*e borne by the 
Foderal Government. The bill, as it passed 
the House, provided that the State should 
bear one-half of such expense. He hoped 
the bill would be disposed of by 2 o’clock. 

Mr. Morgau pointed out that tbe measure 
involved constitutional questions, and wa» a 
new departure in legislation. He protested 
against the bill being ru*hed through. Mr. 
Miller replied that while he was not in favor 
of undue haste, if the measure was not dis¬ 
posed of at 2 o'clock, ho would move to lay 
aside the special order aud take up the bill 
for tli* relief of Fitz John Porter on the 
ground that thU question was of vastly more 
importance to the country. 

Mr. Beck thought the t onuntttee on Agri¬ 
culture in not having the proposed amend 
meuu printed hud not (rented tbe Senate 
witn becoming respect, lie was opposed to 
Uurrying a vote on so important a muasu'o. 

Mr Coke pointed out certain objections to 
the bill, l he cattie-ownor* of the State he 
represent* (Tcxo**) objected bi*ing handed 
over lo me tender mer.-ie** of ih- Agricul¬ 
tural Department, or suujeoud to the dicta¬ 
tion of any Government official Tbe bill 
would place an embargo on healthy cattle, 
and thin would bring about a state of affairs 
ma only difetastefui to the owners, 
but unsatisfactory to dealers ami con¬ 
sumers. lie would support a bill 
against* pleuropneumonia or any other 
definite farm of disease, but no objected to n 
measure like tuis winch took in every form 
ol cuttle iliseua* and placed a dattgerou* 
power iu the ban Is of in*' Agricultural De¬ 
partment, a power that might rutu Lhe 
cui;iv iu.crests of u»e euuutry. 

Mr. Maxt-y remarked that tbe great ofi- 
jeciiou to in* bill was the uncontrolled dis¬ 
cretion it gave the Conuuts-iouer in deciding 
u hat is a comuiuiil. uble divas*. 

Mr Coke characterized tfie bill as an inva¬ 
sion of the rights ot tue State to «*xerci>e all 
the police powers for LUe Welfare of the 
people. 

\* .on the hour of 2 o’clock arrived, Mr. 
Miller moved to lay aside the special order 
nnd proceed with th consideration of tue 
bill. 

Mr. Sewell, who ha- charge of the Fitz 
John Porter Bid, said he hoped the motion 
would not prevail, and tt wit* rejected by 23 
y«*a*; 34 nays.

i the Porter Bill ‘'tt* »»!*.«• unsuccessful t 
Air. Sewell opened the debate on tlie Fits 
Jotm Porter B.il. He is a lame and uuiu- 
terveting Spanker, but lb» galleries retumned 
full 'luring his speech. It ('oustsled of a re¬ 
cital ot tne hint *ry of tbe ca>e and a calm 
presentation of tin* points in Porter’s favor. 

Mr. WiLon, of Iowe, followed with a 
forcible address in npikiatticm to the ineasnr*. 
He deprecated any guos* work in regard to 
to i is determination. It was no use, he 
sui i. *|H*cuUtihff about what might have oc¬ 
curred had Porter obeyed lu* order*. It 
uu«* kuuw u there was disobedience aud dis¬ 
aster, ana they might not be able to demon¬ 
strate whether tUe latter wo* atlrlUitahl* 
to the former, for tho condition* could not 
l*o repented and tbo factor of obedience ap¬ 
plied to them. Hu tbe other hand, it might 
nut be susceptible ol proof that a greater 
disaster was avoided by the disobedience of 
Porter. The principle with which they 
were dealing woe not tmvde a shade 
different because of the peraonai interest of 
Fitz John Porter, and the result of 
their action. Tue article of w ar which de¬ 
clares that disobedience of orders was ui 
tore© when Porter refused to obey a lawful 
order of his commanding officer, it was 
Porter’s duty to execute that order with 
alacrity aud m good faith, but he assumod to 
exercise in* discretion a& to whether 
he should obey or uot. That 
was a crime under tbo ninth 
article of war. Porter knew it was a crime 
by that affirmative and definite knowledge 
which came to him through bb> education as 
a soldier. No one Questioned his ability a* 
a soldier or doubted lu* Knowledge of mill 
tary law. Juveatigations of map* or plans 
of batik.**, or calculations os to the chances 
of success or failure, were uot necessary iu 
this case. 

, These wore of no practical conse¬ 
quence in solving the principle of law 
whicb threads tho case all through, 

ir it were admitted hr their action that an 
officer has discretionary power in tin* execu¬ 
tion of orders, tfie w’hole structure of mili¬ 
tary obedience, the safeguard of nations 
in time of peri* would be shat¬ 
tered. Would ritz John Porter have 

listened to lbu plea of discretion 
bv an offending sentinel, who was compelled 
by the some articles of war to keep awake >r 
diet Certainly not. Then why should a plea 
of discretion be entertained in tue ease of 
Porter, who was guilty under military law 
of just a* grave a crime. They should uot 
allow bcntiuteui or sympathy for an individ¬ 
ual to capture their judgment In a case of this 
kind. 

In conclusion, ha said that great peril lurked 
iu the measure, aud it could not constitution¬ 
ally be enacted Into a iaw. 

Mr. Wilson spoke an hour nnd n half, and 
carried the Senate aud the audience with him 
U* the cloee. 

Mr. Mandenion obtained the fi«:»or for fco- 
morrow. Gen. Logau does not intend to 
make a long speech, llesta’ed tonight that 
the debate might close to-morrow. Ingalls 
is expected to make a strong argument iu 
opposition.

POSTMASTERS SALARIES. 

THE POST-OFFICE APPROPRIATION BILL 

MAKES RUT SLOW PROGRESS IN THI* 

HOUSE.

Washington, March 12.—The House 
made very poor progress to-day with tbe 
Post-office Appropriation Bill. The Repub¬ 
lican*, under tbe leadership of Bingham, of 
Pennsylvania, and Horr, of Michigan, con¬ 
tested every paragraph as it was read and 
rang all the changes again in the charge that 
tho parsimony of the committee would 
serimidy cripple tbe whole postal service of 
the country. Holman and Townahend took 
good care of the committee’s work though, 
and lost but ono feature of the bill as re¬ 
ported. This wan the provision that the 
highest salary paid any Puntaiaster should 
not exceed $4,(X)0 per annum. 

An amendment to moke an exception of 
tbe case of the Postmaster at New York and 
tlx hi* salary at $6,(XK) was lost, os was one 
that followed it fixing it at $8,000. This 
section of the bill provoked a hot and, in 
)>art, an interesting discussion, and Morse, 
the rich Jew clothier from Boston, declared 
that men filliug such responsible ponitions as 
Postmasters in the great cities should receive 
good pay. It was a plain business propo¬ 
sition. 

”1 don’t believo in low salaries,” be said. 
M If y*»u waul responsible men nnd want to 
keep them so. you imut pay them properly 
for wimt they do. 1 was recently asked lo 
sign tfie boud of the Postmaster at Boston, 
and I declined in view of this proposed re¬ 
duction iu nia salary. ” 

**And would you sign it if his salary were 
increasedf” asked a member. 

”1 w..uld,” replied Mr. Morse.

Washington, March 12.— Tho Senate 
Committee on Foreign Delations to-day re¬ 
ceived an informal report from the sub-com¬ 
mittee, consisting of Senators Miller tCala.), 
Edmunds, Morgan and Pendleton, appointed 
to oonsider the subjee*. of the exclusion of 
our meat products from foreign countries. 
The recommendations of tho sub-committee 
are in general terms that a bill should be en¬ 
acted authorizing the President. In his dis¬ 
cretion, whenever satisfied that our pro¬ 
ducts are excluded or discriminated against 
by any foreign country on unjust grounds, 
to issue his proclamation suspending the im¬ 
portation of any or all products of the na¬ 
tion referred to, and also authorizing the 
President to establish a system of inspection 
and certification of the quality of our meat 
products at ports of exportation. It is fur¬ 
ther recommended that provisions be made 
to prevent tho importation of adulterated 
w ines, etc., and that in certain emergencies 
all articles suspected of being adulterated 
shall be subject to inspection.

OTHER FOREIGN NEWS. 


London, March 12.—A Buakim dispatch 
says: Tho British forces reached Baker 
Dasha's jiosition at Sereiba Tuesday mid¬ 
night mid went into carnp. The Abys- 
siuian scouts reported that Usman Digma 
was iu position and surrounded by a large 
force of rebels. After dinner, at about 1 
o clock, tho British started for the rebel 
camp, advancing in a square. The rebels 
are without iotrenchmettU. Five thousand 
of the enemy have beon sighted, and a battle 
is imiuiuent. The rebels are twelve miles 
distaut from Suakim. 

Much anxiety is felt in regard to tbo situa¬ 
tion at Khartoum. The Times' Alexandria 
ispatch says: “It is proverbial that three 
courses ura possible: to leave Gen. Gordou 
to Ins fat©, to dispatch English trooos to 
Khartouui, or to import Indian troop*. The 
l>olicy of doing nothing has not hitherto 
achieved signal success. ’ ’ 

Sheikh Sonoiutd has sent a letter to the 
Kbedivo branding Ei Mahdt as a bad Mos¬ 
lem, au impostor and an assassin. Tele¬ 
graphic corn mu meat ion between Cairo and 
Khartouiu is restored. 

A Suakim disputed! says: The British have 
take.i a position one mile from the rebel 
camp. The attack will bo made at day break 
with seven Gatling guns. The cavalry will 
probably fight, dismounted. Hordes of rebels 
are hidden in tbo trenches and pits. Toe 
British scouts are frequently tired upon. 

A Suakim dispatch says: A spy reports 
that Osman Digum with 7,000 men iutends 
to take a posit ion in a narrow defile, allow 
the British to pass, and then attack them m 
tho rear. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 

THE ATTITUDE OK THE GOVERNMENT ON THE 

AMENDMENT TO TUE BILL ON CONTAGIOUS 

CATTLE DISEASES. 

London, Murch 12.—Baron Carlingford, 
Lord Trivy of the boal, gavo an audience 
this morning to a deputation which sought 
to learn the attitude of the Government 
toward the aniendmeut adopted by the 
House of Lords to the Contagious Diseases 
in Animal* Bill of 1878. Baron Carlingford 
said the Government hoped to resist tho pas¬ 
sage of tho bill by the House of Commons. 
II© stated, however, that the Government 
would prohibit the importation of foreign 
cattle when the necessity should arise, even 
in the case of foot and mouth disease, but he 
was anxious Unit this measure should be re¬ 
ft >rte i to oniy when positively necessary. 
The Contagious Disease* in Animals Bill of 
1878 was directed more especially against 
the cuttle plague and pleuro-pneumonm, and 
it had been deemed unwise to resort to the 
Mime extreme measures in the case of the 
milder loot and mouth disease. 

The Irir.ii Justices, in opening tho osairos, 
agree that there has been a gratifying dimi¬ 
nution of crime. 

Inspector Moser lias returned from France. 
He failed to find evidence that the Fenians 
iu Paris make dynamite or were implicated 
in the Loudon explosion. He believes the 
nine men ou lw»ard the steamer Danube 
brought the dynamite to London. Those 
men the police are now tracing. 

Gladstone's indisposition isftaid to be owing 
to a disagreement with Marquis Harruig ou, 
Secretory of State for War, that Engiaud 
mu*t control tho Red Sea jxirts of Egypt. 

The shareholders of the Suez Canal Com¬ 
pany have ratified the convention of DeLes- 
boii* and the English ship owners. 

The Marquis of Salisbury addressed a 
meeting at Chelsea in support of BortUwick 
uud Hayes. Conservative candidates for Par¬ 
liament. lie predicted a complete And early 
Conservative victory. The Conservative 
programme wa* to appeal to tho peo¬ 
ple on public business, especially on 
measures like the Franchise Bill, 
which sacrificed England and Scotland 
for Ireland, a fact which forbuded an early 
appeal. Ho urged the dissolution of Parlia¬ 
ment before auy change wns made in the 
franchise system. He declared the Govern¬ 
ment's policy had aggravated and perpvtu- 
nted tho depression in industry and trade 
and caused the low wage* of the working 
classes. The Irish land market was para¬ 
lyzed, and no capital could be introduced into 
Ireland. 1 be shipping interest was attacked 
on fanatical grounds, and u panic and con¬ 
fusion thrown into the interest* upon which 
the country depend*. Radical attacks upon 
property ’would .destroy' tho working¬ 
men's means of livelihood. The Egyptian 
disaster* are due to the indecision arising 
from divided counsels ;in the Cabinet. He 
was opposed to the surrender of Khartoum, 
which he declared would be surrendering to 
barbarism wimt civilization had won. A 
resolution was adopted declaring that “in 
view of the disasters arisme from tho Gov¬ 
ernment’s policy, tho immediate dissolution 
of Parliament was desirable.'* 

Au explosion occurred to-night in a hotel 
at Fulham, a suburb of Londou. It is be¬ 
lieved tu be another Fenian dynamite out¬ 
rage. A box containing four packages, ap¬ 
parently cartridges, was found on the prem¬ 
ises. Une man was blown to pieces. 


FRANCE.

Berlin, March 12.— Tho Provincial Cor¬ 
respondence says tho Lasker discussion has 
closed. The Germans have agreed that it is 
no affair of Parliament to examine into tho 
merits of foreign politicians, and that the 
nation’s only intercourse should be through 
the supreme head*.

FOREIGN NOTES.

TUE FIRST DUEL JS KENTUCKY . 


(£<mf!wru /uroimr.) 

Previous to the separation of Kentucky 
from Virginia, there wore hostile meeting* 
between her cit zens. but the combatant* 
were usually plain piom urs who, knowing lit¬ 
tle and caring less about the code, settled 
their difficulties with tbo weapon* with which 
nature had armed them. They battered and 
bruised with fist* and feet, gouged out eyes 
w ith their thumbs, aud bit off ears and noses 
with tbeir teeth, and thus inflicted injuries 
which the chivalry of a later day pronounced 
worse than tbo effects of the fatal steel and 
deadly lead. 

The first duel a la mode in tho State of 
Kentucky was arranged at Louisville, iu 
17H2, and, luckily for all concerned, had a 
comic iDbtead of a tragic termination. The 
principals and seconds were among the most 
prominent citizens of that period, whoso 
descendants are yet in our midst, occupying 
tho highest social positions. John Thrustou, 
a sou of tho celebrated fighting parson of 
Virginia, who, at the beginning of the war 
of independence, laid aside hi* sacerdotal 
gowu, put on the uniform of the rebellion, 
ralced a company, and led It against tho 
British, was tho challenging party. John 
Harrison, a member of that distinguished 
family which gave a Governor to Virginia 
and a President to tho United States, who 
went into the Revolutionary war a private 
and by brave deeds came out n major, was 
the chill longed party. Robert Breckinridge, 
a member of the convention which 
framed our first constitution and sat 
us the first Speaker of our House 
of Representatives, was the second of 
Thrustou nnd Jacobus Sullivan, a fearless 
pioneer, who would at any time avoid a good 
dinner for what he called a good tight, was 
the .second of Harrison. 

Iu those early days the best citizens of 
each county were commissioned by tho Gov¬ 
ernors os Justices of the Peace. Thrustou 
aud Harrison bad both held this office under 
Gov. Randolph, of Virginia, and so soon ns 
Gov. Shelby was seated in the Gubernatorial 
chair of Kentucky ho recommissioned them 
for Jefferson county. 

It was not long after ’Hquire Tbruston 
oi«n*d his office in the new State before bo 
was called upon to trv an issue between two 
of his neighbors, ft was Thrustou s first 
case under his new commission, and he saw 
in it the elements of a family Quarrel, which 
indicated that no matter what judgment 
hu might render one of hi* neigh¬ 
bors would be dissatisfied. He 
therefore issued the warrant and 
made it returnable before ’Squire Harrison 
for trial. Harrison, in trying the case, dis¬ 
covered that it was based on family differ¬ 
ences that ought to be adjusted, and os it 
was bis first case also in the new ,State, he 
took particular nains to reconcile the parties. 
Ho succeeded in bringing tho parties tu a 
bettor understanding, rendered * judgment 
satisfactory to both, and, being pleased with 
hi* own work, charged no fee*. 

Soon after the trial whs over Thrustou 
called ou Harrison for the 12cents allowed 
him by law for issuing the ongiual warrant 
in the cnee. Harrison told him he bnd 
charged uo fee* in the cose and had 
not collected the 12% etui*. Tbruston 
replied that while it wux Harrison’s 
unquestioned right tu charge nothing 
for his own service*, yet that, right did not 
extern! to the remisMon of tho fees of another 
fur service* rendered. Harrison admitted 
that this was true, but said that if be were 
to |>ay the twelve and a half cunt* it would 
have to come out of his own pocket, and this 
be did not intend should be done. One w ord 
brought on nuother until a quarrel ensued, 
and ©pit huts were exchanged that were 
easier spoken than borne. They separated 
full of wrath with mutual assurances tuat 
each might expect to hear further from the 
other. 

Thrustou hurried from the scene, sent Tor 
his friend Breckinridge, detailed the occur¬ 
rences at Harrison'* office, and, without ask¬ 
ing the advice of his friepd as to what should 
bo done, handed him a peremptory challenge 
with a request turn he bear It immediately to 
Harrisou. Breckmridg* did not like the 
lightning speed with which things were start¬ 
ing off, but in a kind of mccLanical mode bore 
away the hostile note, and before the sun of 
the >amo day was set handed it to Harrison. 
What Harrison might have done if n little 
more time had been allowed does not ap- 
pcar, but it is possible if he had not received 
a challenge he would have seut one. So 
»oou as Harrison received Thruston's note he 
accepted its term*, and named rifles at sixty 
yards as the weapons and dutance. Then 
ftiimiuoning bis friend Sullivan to his aid be 
directed him w ithout delay to arrange with 
Breckinridge the time and place of meetiug. 
Here Sullivan, like Breckinridge, was hur¬ 
ried along with a rapidity ne did not fancy, 
but knew not how to avoid. 

The seconds got together the night of the 
Fame day of tho difficulty, and arranged for 
the hostile meeting the next afternoon at a 
small opening iu the woods back of the pres¬ 
ent Broadway. \\ hen tne place of meeting 
was reached at the appointed time aixtv 
yards were stepped off by the sec¬ 
ond* and the position* of the principals 
designated. The rifles were then loaded by 
tho seconds—Breckinridge loading one and 
handing it to Rullivan for Harneou, and 
Ruikvau loading the other aud handing it to 
Breckinridge for Thrustou. Everything was 
conducted with the scrupulous courtesy in¬ 
dicative of the ball-room rather than the 
dueling-field, and no ono would have in 
ferred from the countenance* of Tbruston 
nnd Hnm.«ou that anything involving life 
was iu contemplation. The principals hav¬ 
ing been placed in position and their rifles 
handed them, the seconds tossed a dollar for 
the word. Breckinridge won; but instead 
of turuiug at once to the principals and giv- 
iug the word, bo asked Sullivau what he 
thought of this affair, anyhow! Sullivan 
answered that the movements bad beeu so 
rapid that he had bad no time to 
think at. all, and in turn asked Breckinridge 
what ho thought! Breckinridge replied tbut 
he did not like the appearance of things, and 
feared that tue world might misinterpret 
t Ite facts and assume that two prominent 
citizens had beeu hurried into a duel about 
twelve aud u half cent*. •Sullivan admitted 
that such might bo public opiuion, and 
added that if tho duel should prove fatal it 
would be too bad for the world to say two 
such citizens bad slain one another for a 
niuepence. The second*, therefor©, agreed 
to call the principals together uiul try to 
reconcile them. 

Whi n they got together, Breckinridge, in 
an earnest and feeling manner, stated that 
he and .Sullivan had jast talked the matter 
ovor, and were agreed that the meeting bod 
been unwisely burned too far without the 
advice of friends, chosen for the purpose, 
having beeu either asked or given; that 
the fact of the difficulty having arisen 
nut of the twelve and a half cents allowed u 
Magistrate for totaling a warrant, would lead 
many to say, no matter bow uujustly, that 
the duel was fought for that paltry sum, aud 
That such a reputation would be intolerablo 
for tneu in tneir po*itioni«. Ho reminded 
them that they were both head* of families, 
and civil officers, with other claim* tneu 
their own upon their live* and reputations; 
that although the affair had been too rapidly 
conducted to allow hot blood to cool, there 
wo* yet time lor reuson to resume her *way 
over pa*ftiun; ami then besought them, a* old 
friend*, with but a single jnr in a life of un¬ 
usual smoothness, to forgivo and forget a 
single offense, and act toward one another 
ns if nothing to ruffie their former feeling* 
had occurred. 

If there wo* any hesitation in the minds of 
the principals, a* to the propriety of a reoou- 
cillxtiou, after these manly words of Breck¬ 
inridge, it was not increased by tho unex¬ 
pected *|>eoch and queer proposition of Sulli¬ 
van, w hich followed. So *oon a* Breckin¬ 
ridge hnd ceased, Sullivan, without waiting to 
hear what Harrison or Thrustou might soy, 
spoke n* follow*: 

'‘Feller-citizens, them’s my sentimental It 
won’t do for this tight to ru on! The Bor¬ 
gia >s people, wiiar Souire Tbruston lives, 
will swsr be fit for twelve an’ a half cents; 
and them bad town boy*, where 'Squire 
Harrison lives, when he runs them out of bis 
water-million patch, will call him 'old 
fighUn’ mnepence.’ i like a good fight better 
than a hoi toddy of a cold uight, but 1 hatu 
a bad tight worse than a nest of y&ller- 
jackors. There ain’t no good in this fight, no¬ 
how'. I don’t liko the weapons, nuttier. Rifle* 
is all right fur Injun* and bars, but thev nre 
awful things turned agin friends. If you 
had pninted yer eyes black with yer fists, or 
even doubled one another up by kick* iu the 
belly, when you quarreled, it would have 
b«*©u reg’lar, but to go to borin’ boles 
throug one another with rifle balls, like 
auger* through poplar log*, won’t do at all. 
1 he commandment of the Scriptor snya: 
‘Thou shall not kill.’ but it don’t »ay thou 
Shalt not hit with the !h>t nnd kick with the 
loot when a feller makes you mad. 1 pro¬ 
pose, tburfour, Uiat we wind up this fight 


with a shootiti’ match fur a gallon of wbte- 
ky. Our side agin your ride will shoot at a 
tree the size of a man, sixty yards, nt the 
word, and thwshot nearest the center wins.” 

So soon a* Sullivan finished hi* speech, 
Thrustou and Harrison, who had both been 
compelled to laugh at its oddity, sinmltane- 
ouriy extended to one another tbo right hand. 
A hearty shake followedaudthedi/lcuity wus 
all over. Nothing now remained to be done 
on thr ground but to h*vo the vhooting- 
match, proposed by Sullivan. A beech, 
about the size of a man, was selected, at 00 
vard*, and Tbruston made the first shot. 
The tree wu- hit on the left side, and Harri¬ 
son acknowledged that, it ho had been tbero, 
he should have hail a stitch in the side. Hnr- 
i ihon fchot next, and bit the tree in th© cen¬ 
ter. Thrustou now acknowledged that if ho 
had beeu there he should have had a stom¬ 
ach-ache. Breckinridge shot next, and bit 
mi iw av bet ween the stints of Tbruston and 
Harmon. All now agreed that tbi* wns tho 
shot of a mediator, and that it wu< in its 
proper plftve, midway between the other 
two. Last of nil, .Sullivan shot, and rutosmi 
tho tree. A hearty laugh followed, at the 
©xpenso of Sullivan, but he said he imag¬ 
ined the tree to be a inan shootiug at 
him, and suggested that if the others had riiot 
at men shooting at them tbeir shots might 
bavo been different. 

Tho ball of Harrison having hit the center, 
it was decided that Tbruston nnd Breckin¬ 
ridge must pay for the liquor. Off all started 
in high, good humor for tho eroeery storo of 
Charles Nabb to get tbo whisky. A gallon 
wo* measured into a stone jug,* and after all 
had takeu a irieadly glass the balance was 
voted to Rullivan for hi* remarkable speech 
and shot. Bullivan bore off the jug in 
triumph, and would ofleu have gone through 
the same scetio for such a reward. Tbruston 
and Harrison were Lhe good friends in after 
life thnt they had been before, aud both of 
them often told and joked of the intended 
serious moating that ended so comically.

For some considerable time past the As¬ 
tronomer Royal and hi* assistants have been 
weekly reporting the significant fact that 
tbo recorded suudhiue during tho seven days 
has been upon an average, nil. Prima 
facie it to only photographers who need l^e 
affected by this intelligence. YYhat can it 
possibly matter to the world at large if there 
is not sunshine enough to discolor a piece of 
sensitive paporf As a matter of fact, how¬ 
ever. the discoloration of nensitivizcd paper 
to but ouo ox thu many proc*»see clue to the 
chemical energy of the sunlight. And 
a prolonged au>erice of sunlight is a very 
serious matter. It* effects upon the health 
are direct and ]x*rcepiibie. Wo get no 
ozone, and w© become dull and lk>tle*s f 
as if w© had been sitting up all night. 
When thus out of tone and below par, wo 
are consequent!.' deficient in that vital energy 
which would otherwise enable us to shake «uf 
any ordinary ailment. Nor is this all. Ab¬ 
sence of sunlight for any considerable period 
is almost invariably followed by epidemic 
outbreuks. When the sun is active, ff.th of 
all kind* putrifivs as it collects. When there 
is no sunshine the filth collect*, accumulates 
in masses and termenU. These fermented 
accumulations are a source of positive dan¬ 
ger a* soon a* the Min resumes its activity. 
Decomposition under a bright sun is 
comparatively harmless. Blow decom¬ 
position in the dark is especially hos¬ 
tile to health. We need no chemist to 
tell us all this; but, at the same time, it to a* 
well to bear the chemistry of common life 
in mind. When the Astronomer Royal re¬ 
port* a total abduce of suudune we ought 
to be especially careful, aud, it may be ad¬ 
ded, children suffer moro from the abst-m © 
of the sun’s ray* than do adults. Adult* 
have only to keep alive; children have to 
keep alive aud grow, which entails a double 
mnount of chemical work. Now, if there 
bo no suusbme, we can best supplement it* 
absence by exarcue. And yet, strangely 
enough, the absence of sunshfne is regarded 
by most mothers ns a sufficient ground for 
keeping children within door*. It is, on thu 
contrary, the very reason why they should 
be soul out and kept out a* much a* possible.

THE DAT’8 PROCEEDINGS. 


Washington, March 12,— Iu the Eeifer- 
Boyntou investigation to-day, Judge Mor- 
r:ck appeared as counsel for Gen. Boynton. 
Much time was'oonsnuwd in attempts un one 
hand to secure the admission of evidence, 
and on the other to exclude it, and in argu- 
ravrr.s and comultaUou betweeu the members 
cd the committee with regard to ttao points 
raised. 

H *n. J. C. 8. Blackburn was called and 
examined by Gen. Keifer. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Committee on Rules of t.e Forty 
seventh Congress, lie said uo rule or prac- 
tico of the Houso wot known to him uu^r 
which a ooufereuc* coiutuittee report upon 
whioh a point of order had been raised turn 
it contained new legislation, could be sent to 
the Committee ot the VY hole. 

Maj. McKlntry, member of Congress from 
Ohio, was called. Lie was a member of the 
Conference Committee of the ImI Congress 
on the Tariff Bill. The lost meeting of that 
committee was held the day the Tariff Bill 
was reported to the Senate, but the witness 
could not remember the date exactly. The 
last night session was held very into, nud 
John Carson, Clerk of the Ways and toeaus 
Committee, was present. The witness heard 
by current rumor of the proposition lode 
teat the bill by parliamentary tactics, but 
had no personal know lodge of auv such 
purpose. He remembered that Hen. Keifer 
came to the committee room on the occasion 
of its last meeting and asked the wit¬ 
ness about the points of difference, 
nud especially with regard to the wool 
schedule, which was decided upon at that 
mooting. In answer to Gen. Keiter the 
witue*. said be had heard no proiKwitum to 
defeat the Tariff Bid after it hail boon re¬ 
ported to the House by any ruling of the 
Speaker, and he knew uo rule under which 
that could have beeu done. 

Coleui&n offered in evidence a number of 
Gen. Boynton’s published dispatcher of later 
liate than March 3, 18S3, to show that the 
bitterness which was manifested therein 
could not have bad lu origin in a motive so 
insufficient as the admission of outsiders to 
the press gallery. The dispatches were ruled 
out by the committee. 

A number of gentlemen whose names were 
inaudibly stated—lawyers, doctors and men 
about town—were called by Gen. Keifer and 
questioned about J. W. Elder’s reputation 
for truth nnd voracity. They, for the most 
part, testified that they know Elder, never 
heard hia good name questioned, but did not 
know anything about hie reputation. 

Judge Merrick offered in evidence a copy 
of the docket of tne United States Commis¬ 
sioner in Williams county, Ohio, in “the 
United Btntee versus Charles 8. GarileW.’ 
The charge wns “selling forged circulating 
notes of tho United States.” The bearing 
took place the 14th of January, 1870. This 
was offered in rebuttal of Garfield’* testi¬ 
mony that ho had never been arrested in 
Ohio. The paper was not admitted. 

Judge Mertick offered a copy or «n indict¬ 
ment, found by a grand jury in Indiana, of 
Cbaa. S. Garfield for breaking into a stable 
and stealing two marcs and a two-horse 
wagon. The **11110 document contained the 
record of tbe dismissal or the suit. It was 
not received by the committee. 

Cnpt Brook**, thief of the Secret Service 
Division of the Treasury Department, was 
called and sworn. He produced a book of 
record in his division, entitled “Descrin- 
tlou and Information of Criminals. He 
turned, bv instruction, to the record 
of Charles 8. Garfield, Bryan, O., 
which wa* ns follows: *‘C. S. Gar¬ 
field, Bryan, O., dealer in counterfeit 
money, conuected with Gardner, alia* \Y il- 
tfon is about 5 feet 8 inches high, dm k com¬ 
plexion. black moustache and whiskers; 35 
veers of age; has beeu Quartermaster in the 
arm v • ” 

Judge Merrick submitted this record in 
•videuco. . L . . , 

Coleman said this evidence was submitted 
y esterday nud ruled out, upon which conclu¬ 
sion the witnesses hud left. This wo* nu 
effort, he said, maliciously and maauly. to 
get luto tho record something to injure Gar- 
Held. He said bE remarks did not apply to 
Judge Merrick, whom he bad never known 
to do anything that was not Mraightfoi ward. 

The committee decided tho evidence in¬ 
competent and the record was not reud. 

Judge Merrick offered Elder’s testimony 
In the Kellogg Spofford cn*e. lie said It 
. a* Elder's own evidence of bis own char- 
iictef. 

“1 offer the record,” said Judge Merrick, 
“in which he admits hiuiself to tie a liar in 
so many words, and 1 presume from the 
record that I now offer that he himself, if 
i e testified to the truth, would swear be 
was not to be believed under oath. 
Tne record shows that he uinde that 
admission, and that immediately after raan- 
mg that statement, when pressed upon a 
question from the Senator Horn Ma^sachu- 
setu (Hoar), he said the testimony of that 
man could not be relied up »n for any pur- 
poM), ami that therefore lurther examina¬ 
tion was ubticccHsary. A tribunal of the 
Senate, before which he appeared as u wit¬ 
ness, was thus constrained to ignore him, 
and showed him out, os it wore, of the com¬ 
mittee.” 

The committee was divided upon the ques¬ 
tion of admitting the testimony, but lue ma¬ 
jority 4p;*oaed it, and it whs not admitted. 

Upon Coleman's request, a sub-cowuduce 
decided to meet bnday at Elder’s room, 
wi ore he lies ill, to take tu* testimony in ex¬ 
planation or refutation of the charges made 
with respect to bis personal character. 

Judge Merrick asked time to bring a wit¬ 
ness from Texas to prove that Eider was a 
fugitive from justice from that State, lie 
exhibited a telegram, which w as not re-ad, as 
the foundation for bis request. The request 
was not granted. 

Adjourned till Friday.

DAMAGED BY WIND. 


A Storm Hear 8tarkvlll«, Mii»„ Destroys $100,- 
000 Worth of Property and Probably 
Knt.ful* gome Loss of Life. 


AT OTHER PLACES. 


f Special to the Courier. Journal 

Stark viLLE, Mias., March I'd.—A terri¬ 
ble and very destructive storm passed 
through this county yesterday evening, be¬ 
tween the hours of 3 and 4 o’clock, doing 
great damage. It* course was from the south 
west to the northena;, striking the line of the 
Canton, Aberdeen and Nashville railroad 
about twelve miies west of this place, and 
following the liue closely about eight miles, 
destroying thnl er and blowing down bouses, 
barns, etc. The telegraph line along the 
track is greatly damaged. U will be a day 
or two before it will again be in working or¬ 
der. At Stella Mills, about six miles from 
hero, everything ih a complete wreck; nearly 
every building in blown down, and several 
families are almost destitute of the neceasi- 
tioa of life. 

Ossiun Gillespie, an industrious freedman, 
living about three miles south of here, had 
all of his buildings blown to pieces and a 
grown daughter hurt, supposed fatally. 

Edwin Montgomery, living near here, sus¬ 
tained a heavy loss. Nearly all of bis farm 
buildings were destroyed, and a large barn 
that he had just erected was blown down. 
His loss will be between $2,000 and $3,000. 

At the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College the loss is estimated at 
$11,500. The damage done there was iu 
unrooting the dmmg-hull and doing other 
damage. It being early ia the evening, the 
tine cattle belonging to the college had not 
been driven from the pasture, or the loss 
would have been a great deal more. 

Wnble’s plantation, about two miles east 
of here, U badly damaged. 

Thus. G. Price, liviug a fow miles east of 
here, sustained a great loss. He has one of 
the finest plantations in the country, which 
is badly damaged by tho blowing down of 
his fences, houses, timber, etc. 

Mi*. Under, an aged widow lady, was in¬ 
stantly killed, the timbers in the building 
falling squarely across hor body. 

The plantations of R. B. Neal, J. L. Bell, 
E. G. Richey, J. J. Culpepper and John 
Shirley ure greatly damaged, and a number 
Of other furws. 

The full amount of damage can not be 
estimated at this writing, but as far as 1 can 
learn will not fall short of $100,000. A 
number of poor, hard-working people, who 
a few hours ago appeared to be doing well, 
aro now destitute. The weather having 
been so bad since the beginning of the year, 
this disaster, added to it, falls a lieuvy blow 
upou our people. Thu weather has turued 
off cool, and we hope now to have a good 
farming season. 

THK NORTHWESTERN BUZZARD. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Murcb 12.—The 
storm began on the 8t. P., M. nnd M. lost 
evening and extended over the entire line. 
Several inches of snow fell, a very high 
wiud causing deep drifts. Near Atwater one 
drift is sixty rods long and six feet deep. 
Ou the Breckinridge division all trains buve 
been abandoned, but passengers started out 
this morning with a snow plow. On the M. 
and St. L. the storm was by far the worst of 
tho season. The storm extended over the 
entire line, but the snow was easy to handle. 
One drift is reported ten feet deep. All freights 
are abandoned. The Chicago train is hung 
up at Waterville until the storm moderates. 
Snow-plows wuro running nil right and the 
road is in fair condition. This morning the 
Nortborn Pacific sent out passengers, two 
engines moving them, but making slow 
progress. The Fargo and South western is 
hopelessly blockaded. 

Tho storm sections indicate clear weather, 
some wind nnd slight drifting. On the H. 
and D. division of the Milwaukee road the 
storm raged with great fury all night. 
There was four or five inches of snow we*t 
of Glencoe, and the wind blew a gale from 
Glencoe to Mil bank. The cuts rapidly filled up 
with four to eight feet of snow and from 
Milbank to Aberdeen there is rroin five to 
fifteen feet in the cuts. The wind went 
down about 7 o'clock this morning, and the 
weather i* clear. Snow plows were started 
all a I mg the line, and it is tbougnt the road 
will be opened to Glencoe to-dny, but not 
much beyoud. The 1. and M. division also 
suffer* t severely, but the snow is light and 
the drifts not deep, so that all trams are 
running, but on slow time. The River divi¬ 
sion had a dorm over the ent ire line, but did 
not suffer so much as the other divisions. 
The Eastern was one hour late this morning, 
and the trains are getting through all right 
on slow time.

“BUSINESS.” 

Wednesday. March 12 — The grain 
Markets were held very well 10 hand by the 
long interest, and prices were citti*rsupi»ort- 
©d or slightly advanced. Tho market, how¬ 
ever, does uot indicate that there is much mo¬ 
mentum behind tbo advance. Receipt* and 
export* fair. Provisions were firm and 
tending up. Spot cotton was stationary, 
and futures in New York gaiued an advance 
of 2A4 points, though trading was dull. 
The live stock markets were weak for hogs, 
but steady to firm for cattle. Coffees, both 
spot and options, woro lower. 

In New York, money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was * 4 c lower, having declined in 
the lost two days : .jC. Government bond* 
were steady. Tha stock market was quiet, 
though a rig characteristic of late methods 
was run on New York Central, on the 
strength of which that stock, as well as 
others, were worked upward. The decline 
in foreign exchange bad no more bearing on 
this operation than did the advance in ex¬ 
change on Lackawanna when that, property 
was manipulated. 

Foreign advices were of no especial in¬ 
terest. _ 

the work of the committees. 

Yesterday the Courier Journal printed 
t list of thirty eight classes of business iu 
Louisville, giving the number of each class 
in the city, the number who had sub¬ 
scribed and the arnouat subscribed by 
them to the Southern Exposition. The 
aggregate amount subscribed by the classes 
named was $33,436. If every one in those 
classes had kept up the average established 
by those of their class who have already 
subscribed there w ould have been an ag¬ 
gregate, for the classes named, of about 
$148,000. All are equally Interested, aud 
all will derive a profit from the Exposition. 
It would only be* fair if they would all do 
something tow uni establishing it. 

Among those who are contributing to 
the enterprise, none arc giving more 
than the,members of the Canvassing Com¬ 
mittee*. They are all business men, whose 
time is valuable. They are mostly men 
accustomed to indoor w ork. Yet for a 
week or more, in the worst weather of the 
season, they have trudged about the street* 
and gone nil over the city performing the 
duty that is not agreeable under the most 
favorable circumstances. It is not pleas¬ 
ant to ask a man to subscribe to anything, 
especially if he is reluctant; It is not pleas¬ 
ant to turn out in the ridu and tramp 
through the mud, nor is there anything 
particularly all motive in having to do 
more work in n public cause than other 
people. All this these committeemen are 
doiug gratuitously in nu undertaking in 
w hich they are no more interested than the 
rest ol the community. 

While we are commending those who 
arc liberally aubsciibiug their money to 
tin ExpoaUium the public should not for¬ 
get how much work these committeemen 
ure doing; aud those to whom they present 
the claims of the enterprise should not 
forget that they are dealing with men w ho 
lmve taken time- from their own affair* to 
givs to public service, and putting them¬ 
selves to groat discomfort nod incon¬ 
venience to push forward a work in which 
they are uo more interested than any one 
else. 

On the successful results of the work of 
the canvassing committees the Exposition 
of 1884 now depends. They have taken 
bold at a critical lime, aud their energy 
has opened up a brighter prospect* The 
Exposition managers fully appreciate this 
fact, and in due time will doubtless appro¬ 
priately recognize the service. If those 
who loan the Exposition their paintings 
and statuary or their engine and boilers or 
other machinery are entitled to special 
marks of atteution, it will not be forgotten 
these public-spirited citizens, who have so 
cheerfully undertaken the work of cun- 
v»S8ing the city aud arc to-day doing such 
good service, are also entitled to considera¬ 
tion as patrons of the enterprise. 

So many of the committeemen reported 
yesterday that they would like to continue 
their efforts through the week that it lias 
been determined to postpone until next 
Monday night the meeting which was to 
have been held this evening. 


REPORT OF THE MORRISON BILL. 

Mr. Morrison’s Tariff Bill, as unani¬ 
mously agreed on by the Democratic mem¬ 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee, 
was reported Tuesday to the House. 

It is in the main the same bill which Mr. 
Morrison introduced several weeks ngo, al¬ 
though it has been considerably revised by 
the committee. The free list proposed by 
the bill iu its original form bus been con¬ 
tracted to salt, coal and lumber, and this, 
with a few other changes, brings the aver¬ 
age reduction, which it is estimated will bo 
made by the bill to 15.74 per cunt. 

These concessions show that Mr. Mor 
n ison and his coin borers are in earnest in 
their efforts to lessen taxation. Although 
their present bill makes uo such reduction 
os they would like and as the coun¬ 
try should have, they wisely seek 
by moderation to win for it sup 
port from quarters which a more 
radical measure under the existing 
constitution of Congrc&> could not hope to 
receive. A reduction of fifteen per cent, 
on the present duties is certainly a small 
one. but if asking for a larger oue would 
hazard the success of getting any at all, 
then undoubtedly it is the part of sincerity, 
a* well os policy, to do the best possible 
under the circum*tanoes. 

Nothing could have more disconcerted 
the opponents of revenue reform than the 
conservative yet positive position which 
the Democratic majority liua thus taken 
on this question. That they expected 
il to do otherwise ha* been evidenced 
for three months by the report* and pre¬ 
dictions of Democratic dissensions on the 
committee. No sooner had the Ways and 
Means been announced than the country 
was full of rumors as to the impossibility 
for the members to ever agreo on a scheme 
of tariff reduction. Morrison was for 
this, Hewitt for that, Hurd for the other 
and the devil for them all When Mr. 
Morrison’s bill was referred to the com¬ 
mittee, the couutry wan confidently in¬ 
formed that it w ould never see the light 
again; it would only excite strife and di¬ 
versities among the Democrats on the com 
uiittec, who were described as so many 


tail-tied cats a-swing of the clothes-line of 
revenue reform. 

The result proves how wofully mistaken 
the protectionists have been, It shows that 
they have not to fight :i lot of rattle¬ 
brained enthusiasts and impracticable*, 
but men guided by wisdom and convic¬ 
tion. and dominated bv an idea which, 
while it inspires them with courage, reso¬ 
lution and euthusiosm, gives them that 
confidence and patience born of the knowl¬ 
edge that right must sooner or later pre¬ 
vail. 

The majority report is dignified 
and forcible. Citing the recommend¬ 
ations of the President and of the 
Tariff Commission that “ a substantial re¬ 
duction of tbe tariff duties is demanded, 
not by mere indiscriminate clamor, but by 
the 1 m»m conservative opinion of the couu¬ 
try; not only as due in recognition of pub¬ 
lic sentiment and as a measure of justice to 
the consumers, but conducive to the gene¬ 
ral industrial prosperity.” the report pro¬ 
ceeds to show that such a reduction has 
not been made; that while the so-called 
tariff reduction of last March was 

warranted to cut the duties down 
from 20 to 25 per ccut., the 

returns for the first eight months under the 
'‘revision” show that an average reduction 
T>f 1.74, not one-tenth of the lowest reduc¬ 
tion promised, ha* 4)000 made, while, in¬ 
deed. on most of the principal imports the 
duties have been actually increased instead 
of lessened. The Moriuson bill, there¬ 
fore. will not even reduce tbe tariff a* 
much ns the Tariff Commission recom¬ 
mended, and as much as the last Republic¬ 
an Congress promised. 

How can any one believing in tariff re¬ 
duction at all refuse to vote for this bill? 
Tbut most of the Republicans will do so 
is a foregouc conclusion; but the Demo 
crat who votes against as small a reduction 
ns i* proposed in this bill proclaims him¬ 
self opposed to any reduction whatever 
aud nlligus himself with the monopolists 
against popular rights and against the 
party he professes to represent. 

It is well that the test should eome 
Democracy should kuow unequivocally 
who are its supporters and wltoiu its ranks 
are allied with its deadliest foe. So tel 
the discussion begin and the vote come. 
If the bill pass, then oue important step 
shall have been taken toward emancipation 
from commercial slavery; If it fail, 
Democracy will know ju.>t who are its en¬ 
emies, inside or out the party, and the 
fight will go ou until victory shall lx» 
won, in spite of all obstacle* which pro¬ 
tectionists. whether they cull themselves 
Republicans or Democrats, can interpose. 

THE PREVIOUS QUESTION- 
People iu Washington who are entitled 
to credit in respect both to their capacity 
aud tiieir good faith, are hopeful that 
whenever the Whisky Bill come* before 
the House of Representatives it will pass 
by n very good majority. This opinion ia 
entertained by certain members who arc 
giving the matter especial attention, as 
well a* by shrewd lookers-on- There are 
different opinion* held by others; and 
tome of the Kentucky Representatives are 
not nt ail sanguine of the success of the 
measure. These last, however, rely for 
their unfavorable conclusions upon the 
strategical resource* of tliu opponent* of 
the bill, not iu respect to securing a ma¬ 
jority against it, but iu preventing it from 
coming to a vote. It is Inconceivable, 
however, that Congress hu* so far super¬ 
seded tbe straightforward methods of 
statesmanship bv the vulgar trickery of 
ward politic* ns to make such an anom¬ 
alous result a* this possible. It i* incon¬ 
ceivable iii.it a revenue measure involving 
$20,000,000 per annum can be Withheld 
from consideration by committee log roll¬ 
ing. It is inconceivable that a measure 
which is vital to the welfare of the principal 
tax-paying interest of the country can be 
stopped on tbe threshold of the 

House, and that sharp political job¬ 
ber* can prevent Congress from 

doing it* plain duty of givin% 

it due consideration. It is not at ail likely 
that the leaders of Congress will allow a 
result so extraordinary to appear to dis¬ 
credit themselves and their party. It is 
the duty of the House to meet this ques¬ 
tion squarely and dispose of it, and all tbe 
artifices which may be resorted to for the 
purpose of finessing it from the board*— 
artifice* which are dictated solely by fear 
of a majority vote—should be treated 
with the contempt which they deserve. 

It is mathematically clear that it is a fear 
of (he majority which inspires the dilatory 
tactics of the bill’s opponents; for if they 
were not aware of the existence of such a 
majority they would dispose of it ouce for 
all by allowing it to come to a vote and 
be defeated. 

It is a matter of conjecture what ulte¬ 
rior purpose, or “side is.iue.” the obstruc¬ 
tionists hope to serve; but the independent 
minds in the House would do well to 
consider the peculiarities of this situation, 
and decide whether they shall be made in¬ 
strumental in Liebig the hands of the ma¬ 
jority nnd in carrying out the hidden 
purposes of some tortuous scheme wholly 
foreign to the subject which they are 
asked to vote on. Whether they propose 
to vote for or against the Whisky Bill, it 
is their duty to discountenance this in¬ 
decorous sort of tactic*, and aid in bring¬ 
ing the matter to a Dual trial aud settle¬ 
ment. 

It can not have escaped the attention of 
reading people that certain specific mo¬ 
tives are attributed to the obstructionist* 
of legislation on this subject, all of which 
arc designed (us alleged) cither to wreak a 
petty spite upon a revenue interest antago¬ 
nistic to the political school of certain 
members, or to conqtol that interest to 
serve the purposes of a certain faction. 
We do not propose to examine the.se 
schemes, or to inquire whether any mem¬ 
bers of Udngresa have so far siiuk in the 
slough of factional ambition**. Wc leave 
this question open, nor will we need to 
characterize the mom. 1 qualities of a scheme 
in which million* of dollars of private 
fortunes, as well os the interests of the 
principal revenue payer* of the Govern¬ 
ment, are recklessly played by political 
gambler* against a constitutional major¬ 
ity in Congress on a desperate chance 
to win a factional advantage. Any mnti 
must be able to see its iniquity without 
our help. But wc repeat that the inde¬ 
pendent members of Congress should co¬ 
operate with tbe friends of the bill in 
forcing it to an early hearing. Whether 
for or agaluat it, vote on it and settle it. 
It ought to pass ns wc are fully convinced; 
it has abundant merit, und no substantial 
fiuw that we can ^ agnize; the re venue 
official* of the Government favor it a* an 
economic measure.^ tlu Ways and .Means 
Committee has passed upon it favorably; 


the Speaker favor* it; a majority of both 
houses of Congress are believed to l»e fav¬ 
orable to it. We are not seeking votes, 
however, but only a fair bearing. Act 
upon tue bill; end the cruel suspense of 
those interested, and settle the question on 
its merits once for all. 

It is proposed to increase the number of 
resident graduate* at the City Hospital to 
five. Why? What have these graduates 
ever done to commend themselves or their 
work to this kind of approval? The rec¬ 
ords have nothing to indicate the perform¬ 
ance of any valuable service. The posi¬ 
tion* are the merest sinecures. The rules 
governing the resident graduates need to 
be revised aud rigidly euforced. The rec¬ 
ords of the cases at the hospital ought to 
be of the highest value; they ought to 
show the treatment followed, tbe success 
or the failure, ttie character of the disease 
and the proportion of cures aud deaths. 
As it Is no information of any value to the 
investigator ran be obtained from the re¬ 
ports of these resident graduates. It is 
possible they are devoted student* aud use 
their privilege* to the best advantage, as 
far-as they themselves are concerned, but 
the city has a right to something more 
These gentlemen owe something to scien¬ 
tific knowledge. They should see that the 
records of the hospital arc so fully kept 
that every step iu each case can be 
known. If this were done their work 
would have a value fully compensating for 
the privileges they enjoy; os far as tbe 
public are concerned tiieir labors are of no 
value whatever. 

President Arthur bids fair not only 
to surprise his friends, but the world, as a 
statesman. With a craft that ha* hitherto 
been unsuspected, and a mental irrasp of 
the subject which marks the great student 
as well as ruler, he ha* devised a solution 
to a hitherto most perplexing problem In 
the breaking up of Polygamy. According 
to the New York World* “he proposes to 
have Salt Lake City invaded by a score of 
milliner* who will set up magnificent 
establishments tilled witli finery for 
women. Ills theory is that the Mormon 
wives will be attracted by the display, will 
go to running up bill*, aud in a short time 
will disgust their lords with Mm plurality 
of matrimony. ” This scheme bears on its 
face the stamp of statesmanship, although 
it is difficult to understand how any one 
who has marked hi* ability to keep his 
trousers from bagging at the kuees could 
ever have doubted that the President 1* a 
great umo. 

The Chicago Tribune is greatly exercised 
about the Pension Bill in tuvor 
of the veteran* of the Mexican 
war. because the lint of pensioners 
would contain the name* of some Confed¬ 
erate soldier*. It say* “to foster such men 
on the petition rolls would be an outrage 
on the loyal Union man qf this country.” 
T he Tribune la “ower late” iu preaching its 
evangel of hate and revenge. It is also false 
to its boasted theories of political economy. 
The Southern State* have contributed since 
1H65 in Federal taxes to the pensions of 
l nion soldier* a fund a thousand times 
greater than they would receive IkjcK 
under this bill in the form of pensions to 
lilt* veterans of the Mexican war. That 
contribution 1ms been u clean douuliou 
from one section to another without any 
consideration or effect, but wc have not 
een any Southern stricture upou it in the 
spirit of malice displayed by the Tribune . 

This note has a rather queer sound, 
coming from Pennsylvania. Il is from 
the Philadelphia I hoard: 

“The only politico] significance of the election 
In Harrisburg on Saturday night for a delegate 
to ttie Democratic National Convention lie* in 
Hid fact Mini Mr .1. Huixc Walters, the success¬ 
ful candidate, is an earnest and outspoken ouvo- 
cate of tariff reduction. Whatever eUo may 
have entered into the contest, the position of Mr. 
Waltehs was thoroughly understood by the 
voters. This is well done for the Democratic 
voters of the State Capital. Tbe tariff Issut? is 
not half so alarming to the Democrats of Penn¬ 
sylvania as *crae people tel on. It frighten* 
only the politicians who run away from II "

not to exiv, and we trust on their accouut 
that the bill w ill become a law.

NOTES FROM THE 8ENATH 


tn the Conner- Journal. 1 
Frankfort, March 12.—Tho sunshine to¬ 
day was bright And beautiful, and the mem¬ 
bers wore a heartier, happier, healthier look 
than at any other time during the present 
session. It was Tory pleasant on Cnpitol 
Square. If the weather at Frankfort could 
always be liko to-day, there would be no at¬ 
tempt to remove the capital, and tbera 
would bo no trouble to gut an appropriation 
to complete the public buildings. 

Mayor Jacob and Judge Burnett, of Louis¬ 
ville, are here. They went before tho Louis¬ 
ville delegation lost night and urgod their 
united action in fuvor of the bill now pend¬ 
ing beforo a legislative commit lee to legal¬ 
ize tho issue of $1,500,000 of the bonds of 
the city of LouLsvillo. There is some likeli¬ 
hood that a portion of the delegation will 
oppose tho bill, or will give it, at least, 
merely lukewarm support. 

The Mayoralty contest in Louisville ex¬ 
cites considerable interest hero. Mon. P. 
Booker Heed has some slroug friends among 
the Louisville delegation. It is reliably 
stated that the bill to nmko Mayor Jacob 
eligible for re-election will come up again in 
the House. It is probablo that the uew bill 
will be different from the one so uncoro* 
moniously squelched a few days ago. It 
will provide that the Mayor shall be eligible 
to a second term only, and after that shall 
be ineligible. There will be strong opposi¬ 
tion to this bill, but it will also have ardeut 
champions. So when it comes up you may 
expect to hear of lively times in the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Last night the Senate committee consid¬ 
ered the bdl which has passed the House to 
subject the property of the Louisville Cias 
Company to taxation and resolved to report 
it favorably. Mr. htoll tells me he thinks 
the bill will pass the Senate, though Senator 
Smith is opposed to it. 

I met Hon. Clarence U. McElroy this 
morning. He was elected to the Legislature 
from Warren oounty last Saturday without 
opposition. He is gladly welcomed in Frank¬ 
fort, whore hisjformer legislative experience 
bos made hun hosts of friends. 

In the House, Mr. Jackson'colled up the 
resolution directing the Auditor to draw his 
warrant on the Treasury for the sum of $500 
in favor of Hon. Joseph B. Head, the said 
$500 to be taken out of the appropriation for 
the beuefit of the flood sufferers. Mr. Jack- 
sou warmly advocated the paraec<* of the 
resolution, and paid a high compliment to 
tho character of Col. Read a* a legislator. 

Mr. Meredith announced that no wns op¬ 
posed to the resolution. Mr. Head had taken 
the trouble to bo elected, and, though bn had 
met with misfortune, be must take the con 
sequences. He (Meredith! would not vote to 
give him a dollar out of the Hood fund or any 
other fund. 

Mr. Jackson withdrow the resolution by 
consent of the Hous*. 

The .Senate resolution providing for the ap¬ 
pointment of a clerk to the Joint Committee 
to investigate the Land-office, wo* railed up. 

Mr. Wood, one of the committee, said he 
thought a clerk would be needed. From a 
hurried examination of tbu office he thought 
no accounts bad been kept in the office for 
several years past. 

On motion of Mr. Iiewls the pay of the 
clerk was limited to $4 per day. The reso¬ 
lution was then adopted. 

Mr. Wood called up his joint resolution 
which fixes the 2Gtb Inst., as tho date ou 
which the present General Assembly shall 
adjourn #rin* die. 

Mr. tstuart moved to lay the resolution on 
tho table. This motion was rejected—yeas, 
Bl; navs, 41. 

Mr fe. F. Madden moved to strike out the 
&Dtb and insert the ft 1st inst. 

Mr. Owen* said there was no occasion to 
be wasting time talking about adjournment. 
Lot the Legislature go to work and as spood- 
IIv ns possible get through with tho busiuees 
before It—then adjourn and go borne. He 
moved to refer the resolution to the Commit¬ 
tee on Rules. This motion was adopted — 
yeas. 47; uavs, 27. 

Mr. E. F. Madden bad leave to bring in a 
bill to require railroad compauie** to erect 
safetv-gateb and to station gato-keepers at 
certain street crossings in the city of Louis¬ 
ville; also a bill to incorporate the Homo In¬ 
surance Company of I>oiu*ville. 

Mr. Scott was given leave to bring in a 
bill Lo extend the coiporalo limits of the city 
of IiOUisville. 

Mr, Caldwell obtained leave to bring in a 
bill to amend the charter of the city of Louis¬ 
ville. 

On the call of the counties 52 “loaves” in 
all were obtained. 

The special order for fco-doy was Mr. Un¬ 
ibank's bill to improve the navigation of tho 
Cumberland river. Tho bill appropriates 
$10,0U0, to be used in cleaning the mill dams 
out of the river above the tolls. 

Mr. Parker explained the object of the bill. 
The vote being taken on Os pavrago resulted; 
Yeas, 47; nnys, 27. So the bill not receiv¬ 
ing a constitutional majority was lost. 

The House now resumed'consideration of 
the lull making an appropriation of $300,(XX) 
to construct and complete the public build¬ 
ings at the seat of government. A resolu- 
ttau to refer the bill to a select committtoe 
w ho shall clioaeo a suitable place at which to 
locate the seat of goverumeut was voted 
down. 

Mr. Kohoe offered two amendments. Tho 
first proposed to strike out tlie words “seat 
of government” wherever they occur in thu 
bill and insert in lieu thereof, “to bo expand¬ 
ed at a point horeaflcr to l»o determined by 
vote of this General Assembly.’ 1 

The second amendment by Mr. Kohoe pro¬ 
posed to striko out the word* “seat of gov¬ 
ernment” ami Insert the following words: 
“Said money hhall be exported in the erec¬ 
tion of a capital building m the city of Lex- 
iugton or I*oui*viUe, as raav hereafter bo de¬ 
termined by a vote of this General Assem¬ 
bly.” 

The Speaker decided that both these 
amendments wore out of order. 

Mr. Kehoo said he would like to know if 
auy amendment to the bill was in order. He 
was opposed to speudmg $1 to huprovo tho 
concern uow called the «’apitol. Tne public 
buddings should bo at LouLvIllc or Lexing¬ 
ton. If the Capital is moved to either of 
tho*e cities ho would vote a liberal appro¬ 
priation to ©reel suitable public buildings. 

The speaker Stated that the bill was uot a 
bill to remove the seat of Government, but 
to appropriate money for the completion of 
the public buildings. Auy itunmdmonu 
looking toward removal wore uot germaiu, 
and he w as bound to declare them out of 
order. 

Most of tho amendments to tho bill de¬ 
clared in order wore voted down, the oppo* 
nents of the bill demandiug the yeas and 
nays on every vote. The orders of the day 
were postponed. The amendment of Mr. 
Btoll added the name of Frederick Hoertx, of 
liouisville, to tho list of Commissioners. 

After the amendment* had all been dis¬ 
posed of Mr. Triplett addressed the House. 
Ho made a clear, sensible speech m favor of 
the bill. 

The House—by a vote of 00 tn 11—de¬ 
cided to extend the session of to-day until 
tho bill wa* disposed of. 

Mr. Caldwell made a strong argument in 
favor of th«» bill. 

Mr. Parker spoke at considerable length 
against the bill nnd made a good presenta¬ 
tion of tho grounds of the opposition. 

Mr. Kimbuil made an earnest speech in op¬ 
position to the bin. 

The main question was ordered by a vote 
of 62 to 2d. 

Mr. Kehoo moved to lay tho bill on the 
table. Ruled out of order. Ho thou moved 
to adjourn. This was voted dowu. 

Mr. Owens thou took the floor to closo tho 
debate. 

After Owens* speech the vote was token 
on the passage of the bill. Result—yeas, 44. 
nays, 35; so the bill, lacking seven voteslof 
constitutional majority, was lost. It* friend* 
claim that they will get it up agaui on mo¬ 
tion to reconsider. 

The credential* of C.U. McElroy were pre¬ 
sented.

The bill before the committee U proposed to 
be marie general, whereas tho law now in 
operation is confined in it* operations to 
cities of five thousand, aud over, inhab¬ 
itants. 

—The exemption bill passed .by the Senate 
has yet to pass through the furnace of House 
crith'ism, and will excite fierce opposition, 
whether numerically great it can not lie said 
The provisions of the bill are the subject of 
varied comment iu the House. Some regard 
the matter as being as evenly adjusted as it 
Is possible to confer upon a proposition em¬ 
bracing n» many antagonistic interests, and 

E redict it* passage in the House after, per- 
nps, some prettv rough handling; whiie 
others are not inclined to express an opinion 
ou so important a proposition without having 
had the hun^fit of competent criticism, ns 
seen from all debatable standpoints. Occa¬ 
sionally a member has no disguises, and 

g ives the bdl cataleptic fits, and washes it 
own with some very unbibical remarks. 
—Tbe Legislature is beginning to Iny bold 
upon general legislation with an earnestness 
that indicates healthiness. The eiemptiou 
law, oh paxdcd by tbe Senate, was a measure 
of very vast interest, and though 
warmly antagonized and earnestly beset 
with criticism, discussion and analysis, 
yet it was disposed of in a very few hour*, 
owing, however, very greatly to its careful 
preparation and digestion In tbe committee 
rooms. With committees diligent and earnest 
in their Inborn, tbe legislation U easily gotten 
along with, but with crudely and hurriedly 
formulated bill* discussion ia almost endless, 
and legislative work unsatisfactory and 
tedious. The most evident proposition which 
impresses a looker-on i* that hurried legisla¬ 
tion is vastly more injurious and dangerous 
than no legislation at all. It is always iu 
the rushing torrent* of concluding legislative 
work that the vicious schemes and rascally 
bills are enabled to slip through unobserved. 
It is best for the State that its legislators 
should go slow, even if they have to bo in a 
burry about it. 

—There is a strong undercurrent of feeling 
prevailing with the Legislature and with tho 
public to have some supervisory authority 
over tbe entire lunacy system of the State. 
The excited stato of tbo public inind growing 
out of the alleged abuses and reported 
rages, as connected with asylum manage¬ 
ment, ha* inclined a disposition in the mind 
of the public to run to such extremes as will 
paralyze tbo interest of tbu supuruiUmdoncy 
of in<*AU6 asylums by legislative restrictions 
which will so reflect upou tho management 
as to impair their efficiency and cripple tiieir 
usefulness. The argument in fuvor of a 
Lunacy CommiMUon with supervisory powers 
U that tho workings and adiuinUt ration of 
insane asylums would have intelligent aud 
capable supervision; that abuses would bo 
promptly corrected and immediate remedies 
applied, and tbe system made to operate 
much more smoothly and satisfactorily, and 
would have a tendency to rvstoro confidence 
and bring quiet to tbe public mind in regard 
to lunacy management. The whole subject 
is in a state of formulative fusion, and just 
now it is impossible tn say what the outcome 
Of tbo discussion w ill bo. 

—Tbe report formulated by the House 
Judiciary Committe© and reported by Mr. 
Owens, recommending, for three years, an 
annual appropriation of $100,000 for Cnpitol 
building purposes, has liberated the bottled 
entbusia>ru of its friends and the fierce pro¬ 
tests of tbe opiiosition. The friends of the 
bill agree that the present arrangements for 
caring for the general interest* of the Com¬ 
monwealth in its State offices and legislative 
assembling* are shamel.-vdy inadequate for 
tbe purposes for which they weru intended 
and are incommensurate with the impor¬ 
tance of Lhe State * progress and standing 
among its sister State-. The opposition say 
tho question of Capital location should take 
precedence of appropriation, and that It is a 
subversive profKjeition to propose to vote ap¬ 
propriation without Aral considering and de¬ 
termining the final location of the Capital. 
The truth is this location of tho Capital 
should be given a candid and fair and decisive 
consideration, and end thU biennially recur¬ 
ring subject of legislative disturbance. If 
the Legislature is unwilling to take the re¬ 
sponsibility in «o important a matter, let it 
take steps to refer the whole question to tbu 
poonle for settlement. The whole matter 
could be dinnosed of finally and satisfactorily 
in four months. S. M. B.

The Red CroM Relief A««oclntloti Doing a Mis¬ 
sion of Mrrcy Down the finer.

Paducah, Kv., March 12.—The Red 
Cross relief boat Josh V. Tbroop arrived 
here to-day at 3 r. m., after touching at all 
points this side of Evansville, leaving cloth¬ 
ing, bedding, cool and cash with destitute 
Hood sufferers wherever such supplies were 
needed. Tbe Government has already sup¬ 
plied flood victims along tho lower Ohio 
with a supply of rations, but tbo Red Cross 
expedition, under the able direcliou of Mi>* 
Clara Barton, President of the Association, 
supplements this work by supplying neces¬ 
saries quite as essential as food. Tbe lib¬ 
erality of tbe association left cheerful hearts 
oil aJong the line traversed, money, food 
and clothing being almost lavished at all 
point* visited, and not a hamlet wa6 missed. 

At some points fuel famines were re¬ 
lieved and at one or two points Qgeucies of 
Lhe association were organized. 

Tbe Red Cross is, no doubt, doing a good 
work. The lbroop goes from this point to 
Cairo. Among those aboard are Dr. J. B. 
Hubble, agent of the association: Rev. E. J. 
Galvin, of the Chicago agency; Capt. 
Cogett, of the St. Louis agency, and some 
five or six other gcnilemeu and a* many 
ladies. 

There is some interest here in the reported 
floods coining out of the Ohio, Cumberland 
and Tennessee, but another overflow is not 
anticipated in this section, however. Tho 
river now marks a stage of 36 feet and ris¬ 
ing half an inch au hour. The danger point 

is 47 feet. _

SANITARY REGULATIONS. 


The Hons* Committee Considering Changes Sug¬ 
gested by tbe 6tste Board of Pharmacy 
to the Existing Laws. 


CONTROLLING TEE EL’GIBILITY OF DRUG¬ 
GISTS,

FhaNKFort, Ky., March 12.—Tbe Com¬ 
mittee on Sanitary Regulations of tbe 
House, Dr. Rico Pennington Chnirmun, has 
before it a bill submitted by tbe State Board 
of Pharmacy making changes in the exist¬ 
ing laws. Yesterday Lhe committee held a 
besMiiu to bear argument* by those oppDSed 
to tbe bill and those in favor of it. Mr. J. 
P. Wood, of Lexington, a member of the 
State Board, appeared f^v the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Association. Mr. W. H. Averill, of 
Fraukfort, by invitation of tUe committee, 
gave thorn such information as they might 
desire, and Prof. William (Jhenault repre¬ 
sented those opposed to the proposed 
changes, but iu favor of a liberal pharmacy 
law which would fully represent all interests 
and elevate tue standard of education. 

The dommittee called on tnose favoring 
tbe bill to present their case. Mr. Averill 
read the bill proi>osed by the Statu Pharma¬ 
ceutical Association. After be finished, tbe 
Tbairman announced that tho bill submitted 
by the State Board of Pharmacy w*as not in 
form or substance in any respect like tbe 
printed copy read, and had tho bill presented 
to the Legislature read. 

Mr. Wool* begged to be excused from 
making a presentation of his sido of tho case 
at the present time, os he bad no knowledge 
of the changes made in t*e bill. The situ¬ 
ation was wholly unexpected to him, ami he 
desired to consult with his associates and al¬ 
low them to appear in person or by counsel 
at some future day, to winch request the 
committee acceded. 

Tho propobud amendments were in sub¬ 
stance: 

First—To rep«3l the clause admitting 
graduates in pharmacy to registration on 
their diplomas, aud to define a College of 
Pharmacy as ono connected with the 
“League” of so-cnlled “teaching” colleges 
a trade organization, according to whose 
regulntum.su throe-years’ apprenticeship is 
required before examination. 

feecond—To repeal tho clause permitting 
doctors of medicine to practice pharmacy. 

Third-To allow the Pharmaceutical So¬ 
ciety of Kentucky to nominate ten porsoas, 
member* of the Louisville College of Phar¬ 
macy, from whom tho Governor should 
select four persons to act as a State Board of 
Pharmacy, and hare the right to select only 
thro# other* from other parts of tbe Mate. 

Fourth— To extend tins act to all j*trU of 
the .State and require a regr-tration fee of $5 
to $10 from ail persons now engaged iu the 
business a» dorks or *.vT>tauls. 

Prof. Chenault then stated tho objections 
to the proposed legislation in aa eloquent 
and exhaustive speech of three hours. Hu 
gave a completu history of pharmaceutical 
legislation in tins country, the relation* of 
tbo different schools, the relative merits of 
the university and apprenticeship svstems, 
tho bearing of the pMponed legislation on 
the pharmaceutical schools, and the duties 
of legislator* tow aid the schools, the pupils 
and the public at Urge. 

At the close hu wav thanked bv the mem¬ 
bers of tbe committee for the very great as¬ 
sistance ho had given to them in determin¬ 
ing thu merits of the at«c, and requesting 
that hu would either address thu members of 
the Hous* on some cveuing as suon a* con¬ 
venient, or to prepare such a bill os would 
tend lo rai*o tho standard of pharmaceutical 
education iu the Mate. 

lio objecud to tue repeal of the clause re 
carding graduates of phnrmacy as a stop 
backward and a direct blow at tbe educa¬ 
tional interests of the State. Iu law and 
medicine the diploma of a reputable school 
wa* recognized. Why jikuuLj not pharma¬ 
cy be placed in the line of the other learned 
professtousf Why should tb* young phar¬ 
macist bo required to undergo a tlircu years’ 
apprenticeship m a drug store after gradua¬ 
tion mere than a doctor to read medicine or 
a lawyer to serve in n clsix’s office for three 
years after their graduati* n before they 
were allowed to practice tbeir profession, ft 
was unwise to discriminate agaiust tho 
great universities of the country who 
have rejected the apprenticeship system, 
viz., Vuuderbill University, Univereitv of 
Michigan, University of Virginia, Iowa 
Weslsyan University, University of Louis¬ 
iana, university of Ne.v York, College of 
Reunsylvania and othc.- fully endowed 
schools, and to compel ;beir graduates to 
servo on apprenticeship aud perform the 
menial duties in a drug store, scrubbing tbo 
floors, washing the butties aud doing the 
drudgery for nominal pur, simply to enable 
those already registered Lu obtain the benefit 
of cheap labor. By thu meaus young men 
end women of talent will be driven out of 
thu btifiine ■*, while ignorant and uneducated 
boys, totally unfit tor the profe-sion, are the 
only Gucs likely to submit to such discipline. 

T he records* of Michigan Uuiversity, one 
of the first schools to reject tbe apprentice¬ 
ship system, show that ter graduates are 
occupying positions of responsibility in many 
of the largo chemical establishments of 
Die country; that, their services are 
eagerly sought for a* prescription into, 
and that the original papers and researches 
of her students and alumni are copied in all 
the promincut .-cieutirtc papers of this coun¬ 
try and the Old World. 

As medicine is tbe mother profession, it 
would be unjust to require a physiciau who. 
from ill-health or other reason, might wish 
to enter the profession of pharmacy to pas* 
a three-yeaiV apprenticeship. 

The board should be distributed through¬ 
out tbo several Congressional district* of the 
Htate, and should be seluctod by the Gover¬ 
nor from ainoug the most .skillful pharma¬ 
cists of each district, with the approval and 
consent of tho Senate, and not by any col¬ 
lege or association from sm>>ng it* members. 

The new bill was wrong in so strenuously 
requiring three years’ apprenticeship in a 
drug store a* nn essential. Neither gradua¬ 
tion nor apprenticeship should be made a con¬ 
dition of registration. The only absolute re¬ 
quirement should be competent knowledge 
in the applicaut. No question should be 
asked as to where or bow lie obtained tho 
qualifications. 

Many young men in Kentucky are una¬ 
ble to attend school* of pharmacy and un¬ 
willing to endure thu drudgery of the re¬ 
quired nppreuticeshlp. Such conditions are 
uot required of othor prol*ssioual men, and 
why should they be iinposu l upou the drug¬ 
gists of Kentucky f Even in the medical dc- 
narttn^nt of thu army and the navy of tho 
United State**, a diploma from a college of 
medteiue eiilttU*. rite tiearcr to examination. 
But, under thu ironclad provisions of the 
proposed law, a diploma does uot even give 
tho hearer a right to (examination. 

The druggist* of the State had not been 
generally advised ns to the requireiiumu of 
the now law. nnd thu speaker expressed an 
abiding conviction that it would not bo ap¬ 
proved by them. 

The proposition before the committee to 
regard only those as graduate* in pharmacy 
who caroo from a college which enforced the 
system of appreuticutiiip, was admitted to lie 
in accordance with the legislation of some 
of tbe States, but shown to br- at variance 
with tbe legislation of a majority of tho 
States of the Union. 

That the whole system of enforced ap¬ 
prenticeship is contrary to tlio spirit of 
American institution*, and *uould nut bo re¬ 
quired in this or ntiv other situation. 

Auy act passed by thu Legislature should 
be carefully adjusted to thu circumstances 
and conditions of tbo people of Kentucky. 
An error h^re loses ail.

Mr. Jacob wa* askol to-day what be 
thought of tbe interpretation put upon the 
amendment by some of the best lawyer* 
bore. He said that lx* had nut given it a 
moment’s cuudderaiiou; that be bad not 
spoken for or against tho aiuendineut, ami 
did not want to talk about it fiow, but be 
bnd no doubt that tbe lawyer* were correct. 
Judge Bum*it, City Attorney, who was 


in tbo city to day, was next keen, nnd ho 

said: 

“1 really haven’t bad time to look at the 
matter, but 1 certainly have a profound ra- 
»poct for tbe opinion of at least ono attorney 
w bo<© name you mention, and if be should 
unequivocally say tbe amondmout made 
everybody eligible, then I, too, would at 
least incline to bti interpretation, for ho un¬ 
derstands and can interpret law bettor than 
most attorneys.* 1 

Tho news was afterward broached to four 
or five local politicians of Louisville who 
were here, and it was amudng to watch the 
play of astomsoment and pallor in their 
faces.

THE DR. NEWMAN TRIAL. 


The Great Church Fensation at New York aad 
What Is Being Douo by tho Congrega¬ 
tional Council Investigating 
tbs Hatter. 


THE PABTOR'8 STRONG DEFENSE. 


New York, March 18.—Iu tbe Congrega- 
gutioual Council to-day. Deacon Foster, au 
adherent of Dr.. Newman, said the books 
showed tbo pew rout as great tbe present 
year as ever before in tbe history of the 
Maoisou-uveuuc Congregational church. He 
tnen argued that the oniy authority* that 
could call a pastor wa*a joint meeting of tbe 
church aud society. He proposed to prove 
that tho uieoiing called at Dr. Ranuey’s 
boufio was illegal, null and void; that it was 
attended by a weak, factious minority; 
that the preteuso for calling it bad 
no solid basis of fact, and that 
the proceeds of such practice would bo 
hurtful to tbe church. He argued those 
propositions at length. He said Dr. New- 
mnn bad besu faithful to his pledge publicly 
given. This church Is ns uear being non- 
sectarian as a church should be, aud in it are 
Christians of all denominations and all who 
believe in Christ may find therein a borne. 
Not a word or act are moulioned inconsistent 
with bis pledge, and yet I ruin tbe faction* of 
deacons who have beaded this conspiracy 
against tbe pastor bos go le f« rtb tbe state¬ 
ment that be bad xnndu an attempt to change 
tbo government of tbe church from Congre¬ 
gational to Methodist or »ome other form 
of government. He affirmed that tit is 
untrue nnd no proof Uas beec 
or can bo given. Dr. Rauney has 
publicly asserted that Dr. Nawman has re- 

S orted tbu statistics of xhis church to the 
Letbodist Conference since be became our 
pastor. This is au assertion which is untrue. 
A similar false statement bos been made as 
to the income of tbe church aud thu charac¬ 
ter of tbe congregation. Fai-u statements 
have also been made a* to the church 
manual of their illegal proceedings. Thu 
trustees of the society have also bevu 
charged with usurping unlawful authority 
over the property of the church. AU these 
statements are utterly faKe. aud have boon 
made to influence and guther together those 
who have long *dacu lutt the church to aid in 
carrying out their usvauit ou the pastor. 

Deacon F^oster suegeslud to thu Council 
that tho p«rvjual record of Dr. Ruiracy as 
C'’unacted with previous pastor at .-a of the 
church should t* cousidercu. 

Mr. Abbott colled attention to a petition, 
signed by alleged pew-holders, asking Dr. 
Newtnan to remain, which was, he raid, 
made up of “multiplied names,” that, all thu 
names of one family wore u*ed, old and 
youug, nnd that many of the signer* bad 
only onu single sitting in a pew. 

Dr. Rauney said that during Dr. New- 
man's pastorate tho people came to church 
a* they would go to a theater to bear a lec¬ 
ture, and bo denied that Dr. Newman had 
ever notified him of fils acceptance of tbo 
pastorate, a* Dr. Newman claims bo did. 

Tbe Moderator remarked mat Dr. New¬ 
man was ready to be beard, on condition 
that no questions would hu put. 

Dr. Newman was invited to the pulpit 
from which bo mado his address. Hu 1 banked 
tbe Council for tbe courti-sy. ana said be w as 
not a defendant, and would uot discuss tbu 
merit* of the case, nor make any )x*r»onal 
allusion, with onu exception, “lean onlv 
look with saduess upou tn© injury this church 
bos sustained by recent events,” be said, 
“ and i shall alwnys regret I bavo been even 
the occasion of such a result. Tbe personal 
ulluricn I desire to make is that, inasmuch as 
the press ha* seen fit to herald tlusepu «dt» as 
a church parade, I would say that during 
my two years’ pastorate I cover have spoken 
an unkind word of any man in the church. 
Concerning Rev. W. R. Davis’ letter I would 
say I have uo knowledge of the facts therein 
stated. Whatever feelings I may have for 
Wesley R. Davis, I have long ceased to re¬ 
spect that Methodist meddler who brought 
that letter here.” 

Dr. Newman told how he bad given up a 
literary life to take tbe pastorate bore. Dur¬ 
ing Unit pastorate be bad administered thu 
affairs of tho church in the best interests of 
Cougregationnlism so far a* be knew how. 
He likod the Congregational methods; 
he would not cbuugo the complexiuu of 
the church if he could; be could not 
if he would. All }>orsous making 
application for biemberehip knew they were 
joining a Congregational church. Dr. New¬ 
man said be had recommended, with one ex¬ 
ception, the re-appointment of all the old 
officers whose term* bad expired. Ho had 
esteemed himself the legal pastor of the 
church in view of the State statute and 
manual. He had understood some of tho 
most eminent members of Congregationalism 
considered installation a* onlv a form. ”1 
believe that I remain as pastor of this church 
with the concurrence of those who are mem¬ 
bers of the church,” he raid. “CofcvincQ 
me that I nm wrong, and my ruaigriaUou 
will be handed in before thosuu goes down.” 

Dr. Newman then solemnly declared, with 
Lk> baud on the Bible, that be had never 
thought of, spoken of, or suggested a change 
in the church to Methodism. He was not du- 

C indent upon hi* salary at the church, but 
u would remain with some member* of tho 
church ok long a* he lived. 

After Dr. Newman’* address tho council 
%veut into executive resrioti

He thinks 
that Morgan speculated with what little 
money he had himself, and after losiug it 
drew on the funds of the firm. 

Morgan is out at bis miud part of tbe time, 
but lu a lucid Interval confess! to Mr. Earle 
that he was a defaulter, but did not know to 
wfiat extent-_

CHENAULTS CONDUCT. 


The Eastern Asylum Superintendent's Alleged 
Demeanor Toward His Female Assistants 
Not the Moot Reknt'd. 


TREATMENT AND VENTILATION.

Lexington, Kr.. March 12.—Tho investi¬ 
gating committee did a good deal of work 
to-day, and four wiLncMus* were examined. 

Tho first one of those, Mrs. Fulton, a dis¬ 
charged patient, told a harrowing tale of 
cruelty and bad treatment; how sha was 
beaten and cuffed by thu Superintendent as 
well as the subordinates. She bad been an 
inmate of tlie asylum for seven years, and 
was discharged by Dr. Cueoault during his 
first administration. Her statements did not 
create tbe sensation it was imagined they 
would, from ihe fact that c-jnsiucrablc doubt 
is expressed as to whether her meutul condi¬ 
tion is wholly good. 

She bsgan by stating that she bad been 
senL to the asylum unjustly, a* she was not 
insane, and her relatives wanted to get rid 
of her. In answer to the question as to 
whether she knew of any cruel treatment of 
any of the patients, she grew very much ex¬ 
cited, nnd stated that she was glad of her op¬ 
portunity to toil of her wrongs, and said that 
during her stay in the asylum she had been 
brutally treated. Her hair had bran pulled 
out by tbe attendants nnd her teeth knocked 
down her threat. They would first put a 
strait-jacket on her and ttaon throw her 
down and beat her. She had repeatedly ap¬ 
plied to the physicians for protection, but 
they never afforded it. 

“I never gave th«m any cause,” she said. 
“1 wa* perfectly sane aud knew what 1 was 
obout. They told me that this was tho reason 
they beat me, as 1 knew what I was about. 
Dr. Whitley nnd Dr, Bryant never knew 
that tbe attendants beat mu, and would not 
believe it. I told Dr. Dudley of it, but he 
paid no attention to it. One dav he Wat me 
and threw' me into a crib bed, tearing one of 
my ears nearly off. Mr. Frank Hunt, 
Chairman of tbu Beard of Commissioners, 
raw my ear, nud was very much incuuaod at 
it. They put a strait-jacket on me ouce, 
and kept it there for fotty-eight hours. 
They made it so tight that I coulJ not hit 
down or sleep. I begged Dr. Chenault to 
remove me off tbe back ward, as 1 knew my 
life was not safe with the attendant* there. 
He promised to do so, but never did it. Unu 
day he beat mo unmercifully because I 
took hold of his artu and a*kcd him 
to take mu home or remove uie 
from the back ward,. Ho threw 
tno down nnd dragged tue along tbe w r ard 
into the dark room. I forgot that I was a 
woman and I fought against biui. I bit bis 
band and he celled me a Clary fool, aud I 
struck him. Whenever they want to sub¬ 
due patient* they put them in tho back 
wards, and the attendants do juntos they 
please. They say that they will subdue ev¬ 
ery patient wen unto death, and l felt tnat 
my life was not sife. The attendants who 
beat me wore named Mattie Moore, Helen 
O’Brien, Helen O’Neil and three other* that 
I can not remember. Thu attendants wore 
very careful waeu they beat ouo patieul 
ntver to let the re*t mju it, so that it 
could never leak out. They first put 
a strait-jacket 011 the pati~ut, 
then locked them up in the dark 
room aud b.uit them. Romo times tho physi¬ 
cians guv 0 the patients chloral to make them 
sleep, and often guv* them overdoses, which 
was very dangerous. I never saw such ut¬ 
ter Iguorance, or carsleranms. In my life. 
The most of tbe bad treatment ! received 
was w hen Dr. Chipicy w as Ruperintindent, 
and the rest was under Dr. Chenault.' 1 

•Miss M. E. Tuomtou, the Mutrou, was the 
next witness placed ou thu stand. She has 
buld this position iot aim* years, under sev¬ 
eral aduiiniblrations. she denied all the 
eburgus made by Mtv* Fish wry emphatic¬ 
ally, and stated that the bad never triiowed 
any supplies to!*» taken away, and bad not 
misappropriated auy or applied thum to her 
own use. Shu had carried out all her instruc¬ 
tions aud performed uvury duty aligned her 
in strict occordincn with the law. Sim raid 
tbu first misunderstanding .ho had with Dr. 
Chtumult was a few weeks aiier he came 
tnoru the first time, when hu made improper 
advances toward her. bite re^n.oii tim, 
and told him that ho must treat bur wuib re 
6)>ect. That night he cum© to her reora and 
knocked on the door, but *ho would not let 
hun in, and he wcu: away. The next day 
Dr. CbeiiAult cAtne to her and apologised, 
saying that he did not mean anything by it. 
She paid no further atteotiou to it, and 
their official reiutious were aiw*ay* very 
friendly. 

bbu had given tbe food rant to tho patients 
the ciose»t pOMtblu supervision, and thought 
that they got plenty to cat and the food was 
of a wholesome cuoracter. Sometimos the 
food did not go to thu places it wa* intended 
for. Often she would have cake* baked for 
the patient* aud for tlie attendant* 1 table 
aud Dr. Chenault would solid down aud gut 
them for hi* owu use. Thera things vrere 
uot charged to Dr. Chenault, but to tho pa¬ 
tient* nnd attendants. Dr. Chenault would 
also take for his own usu candies aud like 
thinks that w«?r© intended for tho patient* on 
special occasions. The supervisor of the 
kitchen bnd not obeyed tbu iawr, and k ft the 
asylum whenever sho wanted to, without 

f itting a permit from tho matron, as tue 
aw required, aud was allowed to do »o by 
the Superintendent. 

Mrs. Sarah fch hemerhorn wa* the next 
w'itues*. She had been employed at the 
asylum for fourteen mouth* under pr. Cbo* 
nault’s first administration. Tbo reiuon site 
loft the asylum was ou account of Dr. Che- 
unul » treatment of her. His action* were 
very lewd and unbecoming aud his language 
was vile in the ext 1 emu. Ou two occasions 
hu hud insulted her, once m tbo presence of 
Mr*. J'orter, another employe, and ugain 
when she wrn» m the kitchen alone. Shu 
repeated tho language us. d ou thera occa¬ 
sions, w'hicb was very vulgar to ray the 
least. 

Ou cross-examination the witness admit¬ 
ted thut she liao. never spoken of Dr. Che- 
nault’s treatment of her to any onu till after 
she wasdiAchorgvd. 

Thu remainder of her testimony was on 
minor ramils connected with tho manage¬ 
ment of the aff:ur» in the dn/urtment with 
w hich she wa* connected, and was of very 
1 ttle general interest. 

Capt. C. H. Morgan, tho former steward, 
was next placed on the stand. His examina¬ 
tion was a very complete ouu, and wasoituost 
w holly confined to au exchange of tho points 
brought out; in connection with his adminis¬ 
tration. Ho had, ho raid, consulted tue 
Stale's interest in every transaction with the 
asylum, and had never U-ou to bis knowledge 
iu the slightest way aims* m any of hi* du¬ 
ties. The coal taat he had gotten out of the 
asylum pit he had purclut*- d and paid for, 
and bud it* placed there became h* had no 
other place to put it. Hu had all tbo coal he 
took out weighed, and whuu h<* got ah that 
belonged to him he quit. Thu Rtato had 
never beeu defrauded out of a cunt by any 
of these transactions. H© bad never placed 
any cbickeus in the a*ylum coops or bad 
taken any away; he hud uevor purchased 
any goods for the use of tho asy¬ 
lum without consulting tho Superintendent, 
und anv suitcinout to the contrary was uot 
true. The cash rale* from the products of 
the farm amounted to £12,0U0, aud the en¬ 
tire expense* 01 the a-yluiu were about 
$105,000 a year. Of tbl* $30,000 was for 
salaries, and the rest was for provisions. 
Thu product* «»f the farm did not begin to 
meet the requirement* of the a«ylum. 

Capt. Morgan testified with great minute¬ 
ness as to the w or kings of the office, and ux 
plumed tbe method. 

Dr. But look wa t- then recalled and asked a 
few* quotiun* about vuntihittnn in the old 
part uf thu asylum. He raid he thought that 
it had very injurious effect on the pat ients, 
a-, one oi the grout thing* in Lhe treatment of 
insanity wu> io have plumy of light and air. 
so a* to unvk tbn 1 atient cheerful. Ho 
thought ducking was a barbarous practice, 
worthy of the middle* age*, and was never 
tolerated by him. He aid not iielieve iu any 
mannerof punishment, nud thought it wa* 
very unnecessary nud cruel on account of 
the conditious of lunatic*. 

Dr. Turner, first assistant physician, was 
next placed on th» stund, aud testified in re¬ 
gard to tho ventilation of the uiaio part of 


the asylum. It was poor, and was made 
verv injurious by the overcrowded condition 
"f tbe A»ylum, that hud 150 more patients 
than luoy could accommodate without 
placing more in a room. Thu was a dan¬ 
gerous practice, as they were liable to injure 
each other. Very little restraint was no* 
being used on rbe patients, and there wo# no 
necmdty font when the patient* were quiet. 
They somo times gave s-dattvuK to quiet pa¬ 
tients. but uover in sufficient quantities to 
hurt them. 

1 ha remainder of Dr. Turner’s testimony 
wa< about tlio management of minor affairs 
around the asyluru. Sevuiol new wltue«*es 
w-*-ri? mentioned, who were RUtnmoued and 
will tuhtify to niorruw.

New Orleans, Murcb 12.—To-day has 
been ono of greet anxicly; tbu 
ro*<* one inch iu front of the city, and Is now 
within six inebe* of the high water mark. It 
Jmij also been ruing from Vicksburg to tbe 
Gulf* A heavy and steady min and a gale 
of wind have added to the gravity of the 
situation. F>orn the mouth of Rod river to 
tbe guif the water is nearly up to the top of 
tbe levees, and the high wind ha* caused it t<* 
wash over them at many point*. Two 
crev *<k*s occurred to*dny, one above and the 
other below the city. The latter is a ►mall 
affair and is not likely to do any serious datu- 
nge. The other, however, known as tbe 
Duggan crevasse, Is thirty fed wide aud al¬ 
ready several feet deep. 

A large f*»rce is at work, but the wind sod 
rain seriously interfere with the closing of 
tbe crorasse. Should tbe effort prove un¬ 
successful, a iar"© portion of the sugar dis¬ 
trict will be overflowed. The danger is fully 
uppn&ciated all along tbu lower river, and 
tho levees are being guarded uay and night 
by armed men to preveut cutting uud to give 
tbe alarm in the event of a break. 

I he city front has been carefully exam¬ 
ined and all weak places strengthen© I. 

If there m no disastrous break during tho 
present unfavorable weather, thu worst will 
lu regarded a* ovor.

The Pennsylvania and Erie Com¬ 
panies Said to Be Dissatisfied 
With the Trunk-lipe 
Association. 


Murray Keller and His Recent Con¬ 
nection With the Louisville, New 
Albany and Chicago. 


Tba Chicago and Ohio River Pool Will 
Probably Meet to Adjust Rues 
Next Modil.

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


r- New York. March 12.—The report re¬ 
ceived to day front Chicago to the effect that 
it wan probable the Pennsylvania and Erie 
roads would withdraw from the truuk-lin© 
pool in consequence of the nou-maintenance 
of rates by other members of the pool prove* 
unfounded. Commissioner Fink stated tbnt 
there was no truth whate ver in the rumor; 
that the association was never in a better 
condition or working more harmoniously ilmn 
at prevent. It was true, rates were fre 
quently cut in East-bound traflic, but ho did 
not think any of the trunk-lines wore re¬ 
sponsible, and any charges that, might be 
preferred would be considered at the meeting 
of the President* of the Trunk-lines to bo 
held at his office to-morrow; which was 
called principally to consider the alleged ooa- 
mnlntonsne© of rates by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company. 

General Freight Agent Toby, of the Now 
York, Lake Erie and Western road said: 
"The report that any of the roads tbtnk of 
withdrawing lrom the pool is absurd, and is 
certainly not true in the case of the Erie. 
Of course we aro dissatisfied that other lines 
should bo allowed to cut rates while we 
maintain them. This was especially felt 
when it was found that the Halt inn ire and 
Ohio hsnl been cutting. Again, Monday last 
200 car loads of grain came to New York 
over the New York Central at cut rales, 
while the Erie and Pennsylvania received 
but about 40 car loads each the mine day at 
tariff rates. 1 do not believe the New York 
Central is responsible for this stated affairs, 
and it will probably ha found that the cut¬ 
ting was done by some of the last height 
line» that ship over the Central 
road. Tho matter will undoubtedly be 
brought up at the meeting of Presidents to¬ 
morrow. and the blame fixed where it be¬ 
longs. Under tbo circumstance*:, it is not 
strange there should U»di sill-taction among 
tba road;, which are obajinl to maintain 
rates and see their bu*iiiet«* taken away from 
them in such a wholesale manner.” 

It is stated, however, that since the dis¬ 
covery oi the recent cutting of rates on 
graiu'wb «*> came over the Central, the ir¬ 
regularities bavo been stopped, and tariff 
rates have been maintained irotn all points in 
the West. 

O. J. Ueor, Eastern Agent of the Penn¬ 
sylvania road, was unusually emphatic m 
his denial that there was uuy intention on 
the part of the Pennsylvania railroad to 
withdraw from the pool, lie t*aid President 
Roberts had been correctly reported as to 
bis remarks at the stockholders' meeting in 
Philadelphia: that his report should not be 
in any way construed to mean that tho 
'Pennsylvania intended to break its contract 
with tlie Trunk-line Association. Further 
t.hau this he had nothing to say, ©icopt that 
tho company wii dissatisfied with tbo man 
nor in which lr regular!Li*** iu charges bad 
prevailed. 

Ills learned the rate cutting has boon mot 
by private orders issuing fruiu Commissioner 
Fink's office, and it remains for tbo meeting 
to morrow to decide what course shall be 
pursued to maintain rates. 

THE MOSOS. 

ANOTHER LITTLE CLOUD, »U* BIGGER TUAN A 

Man 'a ha. mi, darkens the hukieon uk 
THIS LINE. 

The Louisville, Now Albany and Chicago 
road has been advertised pretty generally 
during the past fe%v months by reason of per- 
ixmai dissensions among the officials of the 
:oad and from other causes. It was thought, 
however, that the notoriety acquired by 
these personal differences would end with the 
mooting of the Directors, some turee weeks 
since, but it seems to have been a mistaken 
Idea. It will be remembered tbnt shortly 
before this meeting Mr. Murray Keller, the 
General Passenger Agent of llio road, resign¬ 
ed bis position. The resignation was ac¬ 
cepted and the acceptance was followed by a 
letter from the General Superintendent to 
Mr. Keller, requesting that ho forward the 
passes issued to him as Generul Passenger 
Agent of the road by connecting and other 
liues to the Superintendent's office. Mr. 
Keller was in New York when lie received 
this request. He did not consider it regular 
and declined to recognize the General 
Superintendent's authority under the circum¬ 
stance* to demand tin* pu'*es, aud so in¬ 
formed him by letter. Nothing further 
transpired in the matter until last Saturday, 
when the following circular, addressed to 
the General Passenger Agents who had given 
the passes referred to, was issued from the 
office of tbo Superintendent of the L., N. 
A. and C.:

The career of .Mr. John W. Mackay ha* 
been most reuinrkable. From a laborer iu 
tho mines he ha* become 01 m of tb© wealth¬ 
iest men in the world. He hu* recently 
given his personal intluenc© and a large 
amount of capital for the promotion of th© 
postal belograpb scheme, in which he scents 
to be in-pirod by the purest motives for the 
public good. 

Ho we* born in Dublin about the year 
1834, and camo to New York when Very 
young. The wealth and pleasures of the 
metropolis filled him with a louging for 
riches, and while a boy playing In the streets 
he know by sight all the millionaires of th© 
city. Soon after the discovery of gold in 
Calfornia, report* came that men were mak¬ 
ing fortune* there m a day. Youug Mnc- 
kay. with many others, started for the FJ1- 
dorado. Like every one els© who ha J taught 
tho infoction, he began silting and picking 
toe gravel in running streams, tramping 
alone with his blanket aud tools, living in 
mining cam]•* aud sleeping on tb© ground. 
He soon inane the acquaintance of "Billy” 
O'Brien and James H. Mood, two intelligent 
and enterprising young inou, who had also 
come from New- York. They had money and 
Mackay had idea*. The three talked of 
a^ business compact. Au engineer named 
Fair became known to them, and tho 
four formed an association known a* the 
Bonanza firm. It prospered wonderfully. 
Mackay had a two-fifths interest in the pro¬ 
ceeds, aud became known ms the Bonanza 
King. By the discovery of th© Big Bonanza 
in the famous Comstock lode they realized a 
fabulous sum. Mackey was about to aban¬ 
don the lode in despair, w-bou his w-orkmcn 
struck a vein which was to yield $lll,OPU f - 
000. This was In 1871. Other mines began 
to swell the revenues of the firm, and within 
a remarkably short time a stupenuou© in¬ 
come wot at their disposal. Mackay *s alono 
was e*Limated at $800,000 per month. Boon 
after the selling tu of this golden harvest 
O'Brien died, leaving severnl million*. Fnu- 
wa* olocted to a seat in the Senate of the 
United States, and Flood as-unied control of 
th© Nevada Bunk and tbo California business. 

Mr. Mnckav is happily married, and bus 
one child, a daughter. Of late years he has 
spent much time in Euroj>e. He is noted for 
liberality and courtesy, is a consistwnt Cath¬ 
olic, and has e»Lahlisht*<l a Catholic Orphan 
Asylum in Nevada City. It is rumored that 
be nas a heavy RdsikMI interest in the Hoff¬ 
man Houro of New York. Mr. Mackay has 
also, in connection with Mr. Bennett of the 
Herald , a controlling interest in a Traus-At¬ 
lantic Cable Company. 

Mrs. and Mina Muc*ay now* reside iu Paris. 
The former has just created a decided sensa¬ 
tion by destroying a portrait of her by Meis- 
sonier, th© gr©ute*fc living French artist, who 
i* not, however, df special excellence ns a 
portrait painter.

New York, March 12.—After a weak 
ope:ting to-day, aud a period of genera! 
dullness, the market became firm. Th© 
movement in Now York Central which be¬ 
gan yenterday became more murkod, and 
this imparted tone to th© whole Ust, aud 
tht-re was a steady, but. slow, advance. 
About one o’clock Now York Central, watch 
hud loaned at * premium, was found to b© 
very scarce; aud, a* the shorts covered, tb© 
bulls marked the stock up on them. It was 
given out that the short* were certain lead¬ 
ing brokers, who are known to traders be¬ 
tween thi* and the London # niar*el, whose 
stock had failed to arrive; but it was soon 
found that Vanderbilt was gunning after the 
w hole short interest. The premium the bears 
were paying for Mock was shown by the dif¬ 
ference lietween regular aud roller three op¬ 
tions, w hich at one time wa* as much as 
per eout. 

Ca*h stock sold at a little premium in the 
morning, but late iu the day it was quoted 
the same as regular. Thi* indicate* that the 
squeeze may be kept up uutil Saturday, 
when tho books will close. Tb© price of the 
stock uulii that time will depend on the de¬ 
mands of th© short interest. The bears are 
naturally timid and some of them ran 
quickly to-uay, but there are undoubtedly 
large short lines still out. The stock opened 
at 1175£ and sold up to 121V. 

This movement indurate* that Vanderbilt 
is aroused und Umt there is a much larger 
short interest in the market than was ex¬ 
pected. All tb© active stocks are practically 
cornered aud any of them could be put up 3 
or 4 per ceut. in a* many hour*. 

Th© bahtncoof the list was strong, closing 
from 1 to 3V per cent, higher than last 
night, the latter in New York Uentral. C. 
C. C. and I. was S$tf higher on the prospect 
of placing the new bond* and a 6 per cent, 
cosh dividend, and tho strength in Bt. Paul 
was generally attributed to recent Vander¬ 
bilt purchases. There w as little outside buy¬ 
ing, though a small foreign demand for 
stocks was reported. 

Wiu-h U-nr talk us ha* been current during 
the depression gave place to-day to a general 
feeling that the bull-loader* were ready for 
another advance. The condition of exchange, 
which wa* dull and heavy, and the reduction 
in the street rate of interest in London, favor 
reduced shipments of gold. The bull leaders 
can control the situation a* far as the rail¬ 
road* East und West are concerned, nnd 
with these difficulties out of the wav, and a 
change in th© weather, which has had a bad 
effect on trade, there would be some encour¬ 
agement to the smaller bull*. 

The b>-»ani just now nro severely exorcised 
over the New York Ventral squeeze, and sur¬ 
prise wa* expressed t Vauderbilt should 
indulge m such tactn The loudest ^ 
biers were squeezed in Michigan Ceim 1 
f©w month* ago by Vanderbilt. The trouble 
is that thu umv be a three days’ agony for 
the short*, but u bear panic does not make a 
bud market. Mr. Vanderbilt l*. said to foil 
keenly the reflection upon his shrew dness by 
bear stories that Gould hnd’perstmded him 
iuto tho bull market and then left him "hold¬ 
ing tho bug.” No doubt Gould ha* sold 
mauy stocks, probably inure than Vanderbilt, 
for tie hasuior© lo roll, but t he two men act 
together, aud the cluront observers say they 
are not yet through with tbc-ir campaign, 
and they surely have tint for a moment re¬ 
laxed control of the market.

THE BIO TRADERS BUY AND THE INFLUENCES 
OO TU BAKE THK PIT BULLISH. 
iNpreiaf to the Courier-Journal.} 

CRicaco. March 12.—Corn is a cent higher 
to-ri:gut than Un»t night, ciuedng on curb at 
nearly th© top figure for the day. Th© 
influence* were ail bullish about ttjpplt. Tbo 
big trail'.-* were buying and after a while 
there followed a little alarm among the 
shorts. M. B. Keura, who is believed 

to bo largely short of corn, and 

who still declares himself a great 
l ear, b ught 50,000 bushel*. Cudahy 
continued his purdutoes. Th© receipts were 
mu til (only 285 cars), of which only 62 
graded. Th© burning of the big elevator at 
*t. Louts, which heid over 300,000 bushels 
of No. 2 corn, probably had some little ef¬ 
fect on tin* market. 

Tile St. Io>uis crowd is more bearish on 
thi* grain than any other and has been selling 
right and left for sixty days, selling not only 
agam»t Mi© corn iu St. Louis elevator*, but 
a vast deal "short” beside*. Th© w iping 
out nt the city across the bridge of over 
300,000 busueis of contract corn is -aid to 
have greatly alarmed certain of th© shorts 
there, and to have sent in a great many 
btiyiug orders to this market to-day. 
There won beside* a very general buying to¬ 
day by the strictly comiuisaion houses. Tho 
latter reported tnat the outside orders were 
increasing, it wo* remarked on the floor 
that there was les* scalping nnd more good 
trading in corn thnn for a long while. 

The railroad people say that the demand 
for car* irom flappers in the 
corn belt is falling off. With 
warmer weather it is confidently expected 
that the shipments of the poor "rejected” 
nnd M no grade” com. which are now going 
on vei V actively, will cease. The arrival* 
her© will b© les^, whUo with tbo opemug of 
navigation the shipments out of here will bo 
much larger. Then, any tho*© who are bull¬ 
ish ou com, will the shortage and damage to 
liiL crop become njipareut. and th© llgtires 
for No 3 will begiu to advance. 

The local crowd is getting bullish ou corn. 
Even the "big two,” which has been pre¬ 
dicting 45c corn lu May, are now actively 
covering. Tbo country toilers, who caught 
on in the wak© of th© unfortunate January 
clique, have all been shaken off. Tho drop 
last Friday to 55c finished the last of 
thorn. Tii© holders now, for the most 
part, are the strong reliant operators, who 
nought at tho bottom nud got very cheaply 
th© load* which feebler traders had been 
compelled to throw over. Corn ait pears on 
n healthy busis and altogether ire© from 
manipulation. 

‘lb© June and July options are in good do- 
nmnd, and Junet* at J£c premium over 
May. July is only l^c above May, 
and, of course, relatively the cheapest. A 
good many strong people are buying this in 
preference th-i May option, wheat was 
strong aud 11 fraction higher to-day. partly 
because of the strength about the corn pit 
and D&rlly because the temperature thi* fore¬ 
noon was below the freezing point. Yes¬ 
terday wa* summer like, to-day Uk© 
winter again Just such alterna¬ 
tion* of thaw aud freeze kill the 
v plant. There is no reliable new* of 
crop damage yot, but this is the month for 
these ware-'. 

I he big fellows are still bears, and it is 
said that .8id Kent, who was tbo largest 
buj-cr of wheal yesterday forenoon, sold last 


night on the call through Finger 1.400,00C 
budicds of whsat and all he had bought in tb© 
forenoon. There la this one encouraging thing; 
The feeling in wheat, so fur a* the 
"crowd” is concerned, has become over¬ 
whelmingly bearish. This is about the only 
feature, big or little, to ©nceurage holders or 
strengthen the weary bulls. The crowd is 
altogether bvari^h nt last, and as tb© crow d 
can never be right there is this one chance of 
wheat recovering a little. 

Provisions were strong but higher. Pork 
clewed on th© curb at $ 18 02! *; May lard at 
$9.»2 , L It look* as if the holders of 
product wouid pretty soon wmd up the 
"sboru,” of whom there ar© now a 
legion. Prices appear to be hardening, and 
rouroi vative people ar© getting in their 
"su-Tts” oxpediuously. Hogs are as scarce 
as ever. The cnanee of favorable action by 
the b ranch authorities is considered good by 
the big packers here.

HobrrU on the Freight Pool.

of butducts thus obtained by such lines has been 
used aa a basis tor securing an unfair proportion 
of the pooled fraffle While your board are fully 
convinced of the advantages to both the public 
and in* transportation companies of a proper 
pooling system, in the maintenance of fair and 
equitable rales and in preventing discrimination 
bet wren snippers, they are also satisfied that the 
req 11 (site stability can not be attained until tnuro 
efficacious means ore provided to enforce tho 
agreements made between the competing lines, 
sail unless this is done it is doubtful whether the 
interenu of your company will be promoted by a 
further comlmmi.ee of toe imperfect arrange 
meats that now exist.” 

American Clover in Germany. 

[Braditreets, I 

Technical newvpniiers in (iermany have for 
some time Item dtscuaeing the relative value of 
American clover. The opinion lately expressed 
by a farmer In an agricultural association in 
Flbing. East Urus-us. on the subject will be of in- 
tnrt-dl. Herr M-huunn said tnat h« had uaed 
American clover *ecd for more than ten years, 
and never oulicod that it suffered in winter; that 
ho bud previously used German clover, which 
suffered considerably, and once the crop entirely 
failed. He has, to", noticed that, though Amer¬ 
ican clover has a tluum r stem, it grows fuller 
and yields more. So, not withstanding the cau¬ 
tious of the pap* re, ho intended to continue sow¬ 
ing American clover, lit* considered tue Cana¬ 
dian the best, and recommended applicants to 
be careful to procure freoh seed. 

Eastern Leather and Hide Market. 

[Boston Advertiser, March 11.) 

The leather market has been more active, and 
with tbo light receipts which have prevailed for 
*<‘ine tim*. the small supply of some description* 
ia more recognised. All kinds of light weights 
and damaged sole leather are exceedingly scarce, 
and it is easy to obtain *4 cent advance on pre¬ 
vious prices, and some parcels bring 1 cent ad¬ 
vance There is more demand for all kinds of 
sole leather, but dealers could sell more llg .t 
leather if they imd it Manufacturers of boots 
and shoes are quite short of stock, liaviug bought 
only for their iimmediate wants for so long a 
time. There is more demand for export, but 
there Is no disposition on the part of dealers to 
seek this trade in tho present condition of the 
market. Europo&u markets, however, continue 
in good condition. The New York market has 
been much the Mime ns our own. with light sup- 
dies of some descriptions of sole leather and 
jigher prices. The receipts have be**n larger 
this week, or 89.514 sides, against 71.98.3 last 
week, and the exports have been less, or 21.250 
sides, og itnst 26,937 lost week. In upper leather 
the demand has been active for kip at the ad¬ 
vanced perlea, aud No. 8 kip leather is quite 
scarce. In rough leather there is no change, hut 
the improved tone is fully sustaiued. Union crop 
leather is more active and steady. 

Tho situation in hides is strengthening even 
upon tuo advance of last week, and 26c is re¬ 
ported to have been declined fur Cordova kips. 
The stocks of hides aud kips here and in New 
York are lighter than for yeura. and on the first 
of the month there were here 17.70" hides aud 
kip*, against VlM.000 for ih© same time a year 
ago. since January the total receipts of foreign 
hides at this port have been 03.547, against 286,- 
302 in 188’t. In New York stocks are also very 
light, or only 17.000 hides a s -utnit 288,890 a 
year ago. Thera Is no stock in Montevideo; 
and prices are higher, and expected to go 
still higher. The markets have never been 
so hare of stock. The European markets 
have been firm, with some advauc© in 
certain de-criptions.

Daniel Kesler Hiing* Himself to the Grape Ar¬ 
bor, sod Is Taken for s Burglar and Fired 
At by Hia Son. 

HO CAU8E ASSIGNED. 


A coolly arranged sun ide was discovered 
at an early hour yesterday morning, at tbo 
residence of Conrad Keeler, on Second street, 
south of Breckinridge, under most peculiar 
and thrilling circumstances. Mr. Ke*ler is 
the proprietor of tbe Louisville Hotel barber¬ 
shop, and leaves home early in tbe morning, 
and in order to have his breakfast ready 
some member* of tbe familv get up quite 
early. About 5 o’clock his niece was among 
the first up, and on reaching the kilcuen 
opened the back door and a little house dog 
ran out and commenced barking furiously. 
She looked through the darkness In the back 
yard to see what had excited tbe dog, and 
could just distinguish tlio body of a tuau in 
the grape arbor. Sbe ran back in tbe bottle 
aud aroused her uucle, telling him she bad 
seen a burglar, and he ran out, pistol lu 
hand, to see w ho w as Intruding at that hour. 
He was barely able to see a man, and like his 
niece, thought it was a burglar and fired at 
it. The dog kept burking, and he ran back 
in tbe house and put on his shoes and re¬ 
turned to make a further investigation. Ap¬ 
proaching closer lo the object, he saw that 
it had not moved and was perfectly still. 
Hu advanced cautiously, and wa» soon near 
onougb to see that tbe man wo* not stauding 
on the ground, but seemed suspended in tho 
air. He hastened to it then, and saw that it 
was a man’s body hanging from a rafter of 
the grape arbor. Having become somewhat 
accustomed to tbe darkness by that time, he 
examined it closely, and discovered that it 
wus hi« father, Daniel Kesler. His next 
thought was to ascertain If life was extinct, 
and a hurried investigation satisfied him 
that death had occurred souio time previous. 
Ilis next impulse was to cut tbe body down, 
but fearing it might be a violation of law he 
aroused Mr. Johu Sliive ly, who live* next 
door, who remained with tuo body until Of¬ 
ficer Connell arrived, when it was taken 
down. There was no way of determining at 
what hour the doed took place, but tbe body 
was cold, and tho indications were that it 
had been hanging an hour or two. 

Mr. Daniel Kesler w as 75 years old. and 
ha l been residing at his son’s house for sev¬ 
eral months, and when the weather was 
favorable spent tiU tune visiting his other 
two *ons, William and Casper, who conduct 
a barber-bop on Market street. Ills chil¬ 
dren supplied bis every want, and with one 
nceord did everything they cuuld to make 
him happy in bis old age. ilia Ueldtb seemed 
good, and, asidu from a some wont morose 
disposition, tbero was no evidence either 
of dissatisfaction or a disordered mind. 
On Tuesday he visited the famtl.es of his 
two sous, and seernod in good spirit*, but 
when he returned home he entered bis room 
without speaking to his grand daughter, who 
opieoed tbe door for him. Mr. Conrad Keslcr 
mid his wife were away from homo till 1U 
o'clock Tuesday mght, and when they re¬ 
turned the familv had retired. The old sen 
tleinan's room opened ou ?be porch, ana he 
had no difficulty in reaching the back yard 
without arousing any one. He retired us 
usual, und in the night completed his plans 
lor self-destruction, lie removed the nsh 
barrel from t.he back gate and stood on it to 
be the rope to the rafter and abo to adjust 
the other end about bis neck, and 
after getting everything ready he 
swung olf and kicked the barrel away. 
The rope did uot belong on the premise* 
and there was no doubt tbul he bad procured 
it in advance. It was doubled to prevent 
breaking, and the knot was adjusted und«*r 
tbo left ear. Every step in tbe tragedy 
seemed to hav** been taken after mature de¬ 
liberation. While playing witn one of his 
little grandsons during his visit on Tuesday 
he told him that ‘’grandpa was going to 
hang himself.** but tho littie fellow did uot 
understand the nature of tbe threat. When 
told yeat^rdev that bU grandpa was dead he 
related whut he had ueut u Uteold gentleman 
say. Coroner Miller belli an inquest, and 
th- jury returned a verdict of death Irotu 
suicide.__

The liberal reward offered for the arrest of 
Prentice Tiller, the Pacific Express robber, 
has stimulated tbe detectives, both profes¬ 
sional and amateur, to vigorous exert lou.-t, 
and clows of all sorts are eagerly followed 
until they end in notbmg, or rather until 
they eud m failure to obtain satisfactory re¬ 
sults. Tbe detectives are unanimous in the 
opinion that they are after a much shrewder 
per*on than Tiller was ever supposed to lie, 
and that he ho* accomplices who are aiding 
him effectually in bis efforts to retain hia 
f re edom. 

The mysterious woman who registered at 
the Grand Centra) Hotel last Saturday night 
has been Identified ns Hattie Nichols, who, 
until Saturday last, kept a bouse of ill-fame 
at No. 27 South Eighth street. She departed 
from her house on Saturday evening, went 
to the Grand Central Hotel, where *he re¬ 
mained until Hunday morning, nnd then left 
for Frankfort. Ky. Her apparent efforts lo 
nppttar mysterious and her statement to the 
clerk of the hotel that she knew the detec¬ 
tives were shadowing her are facte which 
are looked upon as supporting the theory 
that slie was moving in the interests of Til¬ 
ler. It is stated confidently by a detective 
that Tiller went to the bouse of Hattie 
Nichols after committing tho robbery nnd 
remained there several days. When effectu¬ 
ally Ui»gui**4 he left the city. 

On Saturday last tbe Nichols woman sold 
her furniture, whirh was said to be worth 
I let w ecu $1,500 and $2,000, to oue of tbe 
inmate* of her house for about $200. It is 
claimed that her trip to Frankfort wm sim¬ 
ply a blind to mislead the detectives. Bhe 
wus followed by two detectives, who will 
have only the comfort of a railroad ride to 
console them for their trouble. 

All sorts of rumors are flying a* to tbe 
whereabout* of Tiller, and r-poi te of bis 
arrest are frequrnt. When traced to their 
source mu*t. of th**e report* ai» found to 
havu been made by express wit -mongers who 
have com© in irom lone trips or have 
originated in the minds of practical jokers. 

'1 be last report wo* made yesterdav by an 
oxpres* me*-vuger, who said that Tiller had 
been arrested m Kansas, aud that $50,000 
of the stolen money had been recovered. 
Tbi* w&» found to be utterly without founda¬ 
tion. 

’1 he police detectives declare that Tiller 
will be arrested within a week, and aotue of 
the private detective* are of tbe opinion 
that be will be in jail within ten day*. 

A Republican reporter, however, has dis¬ 
covered a dew which 1 m* a better founda¬ 
tion Ilian most ff tho‘-e advanced, it was 
obtained by a chance remark dropped by one 
of two men who wore conversing in front of 
a busine** hou-« on Fourth street yesterday. 

It apoean that Tiller had a friend in Lout*- 
vide named McFadden with whom ho bad 
correspond- d at intervals up to within a 
w«ek before tbe robbery On the previotit 
Wednesday he received a telegram from Mc¬ 
Fadden, in winch the latter slated that he 
would be in Bt. Louis two days afterward, 
Friday. On Friday McFadden arrived end 
ou Euiiduv the robbery occurred. AIcFod- 
den bos been located, and it is cxp. cto I that 
both be aud Tiller will be under arrest before 
the ch«o of the present week. 

Roth the Express Company and the police 
of this city are hard at work, aud «ousatii>aal 
developments arc exacted in a few day*, 
'lb* authorities are confident Hint Tiller hn* 
tell the city, and they ate confl unit that the 
limits of bis liberty are bring cruduaily con¬ 
tracted. and tbul his appiebenrion is but a 
matter «ff a few day*. 

1 be following qivetnl in regard to the ense 
was received by me Jiejjubltcan lost night 
from Indianapolis: 

"Frederick Bloom© tva* placed under arrest 
to-night about 10 o'clock by the police au¬ 
thorities on a telegram from the Police 8 u- 
l*rinccndent of St. Louis, who charges him 
with complicity in tbe Pacific Express rob¬ 
bery. Rio cue has been a guest of tiie Hotel 
Bates for three months, occasionally, how¬ 
ever, ab->viiting himeif from the city. Ho 
claims to be a gentleman of iebure, mid uot 
only denies all knowledge of (he Pacific Ex- 
presK roblierv, but asserts that he das not 
been in St. Ivuia for five months, and then 
only to nass through the city w ithout stop¬ 
ping. In upp-saranee he is aged 34, with 
black hair and dark mustache aud medium 
sbw.** 

Chief Marrlgan was *«*en and asked what 
foundation there was for the allegation that 
tbtt man was implicated with Tiller, and he 
stated that Bioome had been acting very 
queerly at the Booster capital, and aroused 
tUe bustii* ions of tbe Express Company and 
tbe authorities. It wo*decided to arrest him 
and make him give an account of himself. 
If he is able to do Ibis, he will be released, a* 
thore to no nubslantiai proof as yet that he 
wn* connected with Tiller. 

Mr. Mors man, Superintendent of the 
Pacific Express Comi‘any, said there wa* 
nothing in the telegram. They had beard 
there wag a man iu Indianapolis stopping at 
one of the hotels, who was wearing a w ig 
and acting fttrangoiy. A telegram was sent 
th** Chief of Police there requesting him to 
look into the matter. Mr Morstnan showed 
tho reporter the reply, which woe as follows: 

iMmNAPous, March II. 3:17 r. M.— Bloom© 
1* here; has bvon fur three months; mwer absent 
u single day. Answer. John a Lam*. 

Superintendent of Police. 

"Of course, when w»» saw thtrte was noth¬ 
ing in tbe matter we dropped it. So (nr we 
have not cauhod a single arrest to be made. 
\Ye have had several man questioned, but 
they have ull giveu *att*factory explana¬ 
tion*, and there has been no qecesrity of ar- 
rewttng them.’* said Mr. Morsman. In re¬ 
gard to the rumor that Tiller had been cap¬ 
tured by the St. Louis nud Sun Francisco 
i<»ud with a lot of money in his possession, 
and that a train had been sent afror 

him, Mr. Morsman said it was without fouu- 
dation.
